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FIERCE JERSEY CITY FIRE 


Burning Tobacco Warehouses 
Make a Picturesque Scene. 


Firemen Fight Desperately to Stay the 
Progréss of, the Flames—Loss Is 
Put at $100,000. 


Fire destroyed the four tobacco sheds of 
the tobacco inspection firm of Jarvis & 
Co., at Provost Street and the junction of 
the Erie and Lackawanna tracks, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth Streets, in Jersey 
City, together with the asbestos roofing 
plant of Philip Carey on River Avenue, just 
below, last night. The fire furnished a 
spectacle along the river front that has 
hardly been surpassed since the burning of | 
the North German Lloyd piers in the Sum- | 
mer of 1900. It caused a loss estimated

at £100,000. ; 
The fire was discovered by a watchman 
named Mansfield in the stable of the Carey | 
plant about 9 o'clock, and was under g00 | 
headway at that time. Another watchman, | 
William Bathe, hearing Mansfield’s cries, | 
raj to Provost Street and turned in an | 
alarm, but before the first apparatus | 
réached the scene the Carey plant, a wood- | 
efi structure at the junction of the rail- | 
road tracks, a story and a half in height, 
WAR a mass of flames that shot high into 
‘the air and from the river gave the ap- 
pearance of'a conflagration of great size. 
Ail.about the asbestos plant the tracks 
of thé Erie and Lackawana roads were 
lined with. freight cars, and as soon as an 
alarm. could be sent to the stations en- 


gines with extra crews plied down around 
the ba@rning pbuilding, hastily coupling up 
Strings of cars and pulling them out to 
places Rt safety. 

The firemen meanwhile had taken their 
stand on the edge of the common roof cov- 
eri all four~of the tobacco inspection 
» S, and with a number of the employes 
of. the’ Jarvis Company and volunteers, 
fought the flames from that vantage. point 
over acfoss the apex of the narrow triangle 
where the sheds ended. 

Hundicapped by a slack supply of water 
Which kept a good part of their hose flat, 
ihey were forted from this first stand back 
toward the middie of the shed, while the 
Tire om from the Jarvis shops, to 
Which it had spread from the stable where 
iy started, and began iapping the edge 
of the tobacco shed. r 
About $:30 o’clock a portion of the large 
roof of the tobacco sheds fell in, and there 
ensued @ general rush fpr places of safety. 
In the course of this, 
an employe of the Jarvis Company, stum- 
bled over a skylight and fell into the shed 
below, but he was almost instantly dragged 
out by others from what would have 
Meant certain death a few minutes later. 

Still struggling with an insufficient water 
supply the firemen were driven back by 

, making siand after stand. The 

}at best were flimsy frame structures, 
and--their..contents made sport for the 
flames. Within the next fifteen minutes 
the entire four sheds, covering a triangle 
400 feet on its longest side and a hundred 
and fifty on its base, were in a blaze, the 
flames shooting high into the air and 
traveling faster and faster every minute. 

“The yards of the railroads were now clear 
of cars, except one near Carey's, on the 
Lackawanna tracks, which was too far in 
at the beginning to be extricated. It be-

This is a_brick building, four stories in 
the rear ani@-geven on the street, in which 
was kept the more valuable tobacco not 
immediately intended for inspection, and, in 
the upper stories, a lot of valuable glass- 
ware and crockery, 

Separating it from the sheds beyond were 
Shéet-iron doors. These were closed, and 
backed up against them, amid intense heat, 
-the firemen turned four lines of hose into 
the blazing sheds. It was at this point that 
Capt. Neuby of Engine 6 and three of his 
men—John McDonald, John Burke, and 
Hugh kley—were overcome by smoke, 
t. John Costigan of Engine No. 
5 and Edward Seuell of his company. 

Driven out from between the shed and 
the building by the heat, the firemen still 
are sree the storehouse roof and in 

rom each end on its iron doors, which were 
Warped and twisted by the heat. Their 
efforts ae emmngy 4 po ec the zoot 
had collapsed over the tobacco sheds it 
becaie evident that all that remained was 
to keep the fire within the limits it had al- 
ready claimed. 

Some incidental damage had been done 
before this in the shape of scorched cars, 
and a little blaze on the roof of one o 
the Erie sheds gave a few minutes’ occu- 

ation to firemen in the neighborhood. 

‘our horses, it-is understood, were burned 
in’ the stable of the Carey plant, but 
there. was no loss of life at any point so 
far as could be learned. A rumor was 
started when the retreat was being made 
over the shed roofs that one or more of 
the Jarvis Company’s employes had fallen 
down into the tobacco below, and must 
have perished. A canvass of all employes 
who had gone out on the roof failed to 
bear this out, and it was known ‘that no 
firemen were missing. . 

Until far into the night the tobacco 
burned itself out, having the appearance 
near by of a seething cauldron of some 
¢mol stuff and pouring out great vol- 
umeés of savory smoke, very different from 
that which rolled up from the tar and paint 
barrels of the reofing plant. The streets in 
the ‘entire neighborhood were packed, and 
people came from across the river and even 
from near-by New Jersey towns, attracted 
by the blaze, only to find in most cases on 
their arrival that the picturesque part o 
the evening was at an end, 

No accurate estimate could be obtained 
of the toss last night. That given was the 
one made by Chief Conway of the Jersey 
City Fire Department. The loss on the 
Carey plant is not thought to be heavy, 
“for the building was of wood and of inex- 

pensive construction, as were the sheds of 

¢ Jarvis Company.

SHAW GRANTS DELAY ON 
BOND EXCHANGE TO BANKS. 


Owing to Present Unsettled Conditions 
in Market, State and City Bonds 
Will Be Held by Treasury.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Secretary Shaw 
will not insist upon his order that the Na- 
tional banks, which in the financial stress 
of last year were allowed to deposit State 
and city bonds with the Treasury as se- 
curity for Government deposits, must sub- 
stitute Government bonds therefor by 
Aug. 1. 

The Government accepted about $20,000,- 


000 of the State and city bonds during last | 


August and September, and the banks 


have taken up only a small part of the 
amount, notwithstanding the fact that it 
is some months gince Secretary Shaw is- 
sued his order that they be retired from 
the Treasury by Aug. 1. Mr. Shaw will not 
revoke his order, but it is announced at 
the Treasury Department, that, owing to 
the. present unsettled conditions, likely to 
continue jn the money markets for some 
weeks, he will allow the banks a little lee- 
Way to make the exchange. 

The Government money held by the banks 
On the bofids deposited with the Treas- 
ury now amounts to more than $15,000,000, 
and to insist that Government bonds be 
substituted or the money returned to the 
Treasury between now and Saturday, it is 
feared, would cause an unnecessary dis- 
turbance.

| Two explosions in the hold of\the Italian 
bark Atigelo Maria, which lay at the docks 
of the Columbia Oil Works at Constable 
Hook, Bayonne, at 3 o'clock yesterday af- 
| ternoon, threw the majority of the crew 
into the water, blew the cook, Gabriello 
Fortunato, through the roof of the gal- 
ley, knocked Phillipo Jordana from the 
Ff Apqpesen to the deck, and then caused 
the vessel to burst into flames. 

The cook, Fortunato, landed upon the pier 
with his clothing afire. He sought to ex- 
tinguish the flames with a handkerchief, 
but before he was taken charge of by 
Standard Oil Company employes he was so 
fearfully burned about the head, shoulders, 
and abdomen that the physicians of the 

| Bayonne Hospital and Dispensary, to which 
he was taken, declared last night that his 
chances of recovery were very slim. Jor- 
dana sustained a broken arm. Another 
member of the crew was slightly cut in 
the leg. The others received nothing 
more serious than an impromptu bath.

even thereafter the glare from her lighted | W. B. Denny, Long a Familiar Figure in 


Washington, Managed Spirited Ani- 
mals, Despite Loss of His Arms.

WASHINGTON, July 40.—W. B. Denny, 
known far and wide as the ‘ Armiess 
Horseman,”’ long a resident of Washing- 
is dead. 

He lost his arms by the premature dis- 
charge of a salute over the body of Gen. 
George H, Thomas. For many. years he 
had a position in the War Department, 
but a year ago he resigned to give his 
whole time to his horses. He was a caval- 
ryman during the war, and always had a 
great fondness for horses. 
and driven some of the 
teams seen here. 

His courage and skill with mettlesome, 
highly bred animals was remarkable. He 
hated notoriety. Only a few days ago he 
absolutely refused to provide a photograph 
and some account of his methods of driv- 
ing and breaking horses. 

He was a familiar figure on the streets 
of the capital, and often drove and won 
on the race tracks of the District and 


eaemerens States. His drivjng was mar- 
velous, In that he seemed to accomplish

he first saw that every strap and buckle. 


was at its proper place; then he placed 
one rein over his right shoulder and the 
other beneath his left arm, the two reins 
being made fast with a strong buckle 
turned under so that it was impossible to 
slip or come loose.

the wéight of his body against the reins 
brought the horses to a stow-up if they 
got fast and fretful; twisting his shoulders 
and body from side to side, see-suwing the 
bits in the mouths until the horses were 
willing to quiet down and trot gently along, 
he was able to manxege them.

MEETS WITH OBSTACLES 


Fears That It Will Not Be Able ‘to 
Settle Miners’ Disputes. 


One Member Calls the Proceeding “a 
Farce "—Strikes Still Occur in Vio- 


lation of Terms of the Award.

POTTSVILLE, Penn., July 30.—It is 
feared that the great labor problems await- 
ing adjustment in this anthracite region 
may never be settled by the Conciliation 
Board. The coal companies have three 
representatives on the board and so have 
the miners. On every important question 
they are a tie, and one of the members ad- 
mitted to-day that it was unlikely that they 
would even be able to agree on an umpire 
as provided by the. commission’s award. 
“This makes the whole proceeding @ 
farce,’’ he said, 

In this case it is that there is a certain 
danger that the miners will resort to ex- 
treme measures, even to the extent of re- 
newing the great strike, to redress their 
grievances. 

Superintendents Rowland and Kudlick, 
who are charged with discriminating against 
strikers formerly employed by Coxe Broth- 
ers & Co., testified before the commission 
to-day that the reason the men were re- 
fused employment was because they were 
accused of rioting during the strike. 

Whe board later adopted the following 
resolution:

judication of any matter brought before 
the board for adjustment, an that no 
lock-outs or strikes shall be necessary, the 
Board of Conciliation will not take up or 
consider any question referred to it unless 
the employes return to work with the un- 
derstanding that if the Board of Concilia- 
tion decides that the grievances are justi- 
fiable the adjustment shall be retroactive ’; 
therefore be it 

** Resolved, by the Board of Conciliation, 
That were a strike occurred or shall occur 
at any colliery coming under the award, 
the organization represents the majority 
of the mine workers shall insist that the 
employes of the particular ,colliery where 
said strike shall have occurred return to 
work, and as a penalty for having violated 
the provisions of the award the grievance 
shall not be adjusted by the Board of Con- 
clliation.” 

The board adjourned this evening to meet 
again next Thursday at Pottsville. 


OLD INJURY KILLED ARTIST. 


Fracture of George 8B. Cox’s Skull Was 
Not Effectively Treated and Gan- 
grene Resulted. :

SIGNAL FOR SERIOUS RIOT. 


Three Persons, Two of Them Policemen, 
Injured at a Meeting of Negroes 


in Boston. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, July 30.—As the result of a con- 
certed attempt to break up a meeting at 
which Booker T. Washington was the prin- 
cipal speaker, three men were more or less 
seriously stabbed to-night. Two of the in- 
jured men are policemen of the Fifth Di- 
vision, while the third is said to have been 
one of the ringleaders in the trouble. 

The meeting, at which over 2,000 of the 
better class of Boston’s colored residents 
were present, was held in the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, corner 
of Washington and Northampton Streets. 
From the moment when Mr. Washington 
took the platform the trouble started. 
While there had been more or less discord 


while the previous speakers were talking, ; 


the din became terrific when Mr. Washing- 


ton started to speak. Hisses, cat-calls, and 
cries of ‘“‘ Put him out!” greeted the noted 
educator’s appearance. ForSome moments 
he tried in vain to make himself heard. 
Finally the police were sent for. 

At the appearance of the police there 
was a general stampede. Clubs were freely 
used, and the officers were beaten and 
pounded while attempting to drag three 
prisoners from the church. Even women 
joined in the attack on the bluecoats, and 
Officer P. J. Malley was dangerously 
wounded with a hatpin. Patrolman Under- 
hill, in warding off a knife thrust Intended 
for one of the disturbers, received a wound 
just below the heart. Bernard Charles of 
Everett, a colored opponent of the Wash- 
ington faction, was so badly stabbed in the 
left side that his recovery is doubtful.

CANADIAN PREMIER ON 
AMERICAN FRIENDSHIP. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Outlining Plan for 
Transcontinental Railway, Empha- 
sizes Need of Independence. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 30.—Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier launched in Parliament to-day the 
Government policy for the construction of 
a& national transcontinental railway,and also 
presented the resolution outlining the con- 
tract with the Grand Trunk Pacific, par- 
ticulars of which have already heen given. 

The Premier spoke of the necessity of 
constructing a railway from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific on Canadian soil, with har- 
bors in Canadian waters. This was not 
onlv a commercial necessity, but it was 
necessary if Canadians were to maintain 
their manhood. 

“True,”’ he said, “Canadk >s Londing 
privileges through the United States, but 
held by Americans as a threat over our 
people, and concessions were forced from 
us which otherwise would not be given. If 
Canada had a railway on Canadian soil 
from ocean to ocean we ceuld say to the 
Americans, ‘Take away yzsur bonding priv- 
ileges if you choose.’ ”’ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier quoted Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie’s statement that Britain could not 
give trade preference to Canada for fear 
that Americans would stop the bonding 
privileges. “Mr. Carnegie,” said the 
Premier, ‘‘ was only Yoicing the sentiments 
ov the people of the United States.” 


Sir Wilfrid also ‘pointed to President 
Cleveland's threat in 1888 to take away 
the bonding privileges from Canada as an- 
other reason for the road. He said that 
Canada was friendly with the United 
States, but his experience was that the 
best way to remain friendly was to be ab- 
solutely independent of it. 

The Premier's speech was well received.

Sudden Storm from’ the West» 
Breaks Over New York. 


i 
| Heroic Statue of Lincoin in Prospect 
Park Is Injured—Portion of the Sub- 


way Flooded—Lightning Strikes 
Buildings. 


A great black cloud from the West passed 
over New York late yesterday afternoon, 
causing the city that had shortly before 
been illuminated by a glaring sun to be- 
come almost as dark as night. It then 
burst into a terrific downpour of rain. Ac- 
cording to the Weather Bureau the fall 
was .47 of an ineh in less than two hours. 

The cloud in appearance was one of the 
most awe-inspiring seen in New York in 
years. It was almost jet black. Propelled 
by a westerly wind of more than thirty- 
three miles velocity, in less than half an 
hour it completely shadowed the city, ren- 
dering it necessary to light buildings be- 
fore sunset. 

Accompanying the storm there was a 
| brilliant electrical display. Several build- 
| ings in the central part of Manhattan. were 
| struck by bolts of lightning, among them 
| Reine Tiffany’s and the Hotel Vendome, 
| The only damage done in the lower part of 
| Manhattan was to the flagpole of the 
; Mutual Life Insurance Building, which was 
also struck. During the fall of rain the 
streets were miniature creeks, and prac- 
tically all persons were driven to doorways 
| and other shelters, 

In Prospect Park, Brooklyn, three button

wood trees were uprooted, and, falling, 
Struck the heroic statue of Abraham Lin- 
coln, on the border of the lake, knocking 
the figure off the pedestal and breaking 
off one of the arms. Three Pompeian vases 
on the wall of the flower garden were 
also knocked off and badly damaged. 

The Lincoln Statue was erected in 1869, 
and was paid for by public subscription. It 
origmally stood in the Plaza at the en- 
trance to the Park, but was removed sev- 
eral years ago to make room for the Sol- 
diers and Sailors’ Arch. The statue is made 
of bronze, and represents the War Presi- 
dent standing with the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation in his hand. 


EXCITEMENT IN THE TENDERLOIN. 


The middle portion of Manhattan Borough 
was the scene of excitement. In the terri- 
tory bounded by Fourteenth and Forty- 
second Streets and Seventh and Fourth 
Avenues besides the buildings that were 
struck, one man was hurled bodily through 
one of the big plate-glass windows on the 
Thirty-fifth Street side of Macy's. He was 
John Hoar of 536 West Forty-second Street, 
a porter at the Herald Square Hotel. Hoar 
was caught by a heavy gust of wind about 
6 o'clock and carried along until he went 
smashing against the window. His head 
was badly cut, and he had to be taken to 
the New York Hospital. 

When the flag pole on top of the Hotel 
Vendome, at Forty-first Street and Broad- 
way, was struck there was much excite- 
ment. A long forked tongue of flame shot 


out and a moment later a ball of fire came 
through the air, and, fatling into the mid- 
@ie of the uptown track of the street rail- 
way. caused a great sheet of flame-to fiare 
up from the slot in front of a Columbus 
Avenue car. 

The car was crowded mostly with wo- 
men. The women screamed, and several of 
them, despite the terrific downpour, jum 
from the car. The electrical flame lasted 
only a few seconds, and the car, undam- 
aged, proceeded on its way. 

Tiffany’s establishment in Union Square 
also lost a flag pole that was broken 
squarely in two. Half of it fell into the 
street, but no damage was done. 

At Sixth Avenue and Twenty-third Street 
a horse hitched to an express wagon be- 
came frightened by the thunder claps, and 
before he was quieted had got himself and 
the wagon so tangled up with other teams 
that traffic was blocked for over fifteen 
minutes. 

At Coney Island several buildings were 
struck and two persons were injured as a 
direct result of the storm. Surf Avenue, 
the principal thoroughfare of the resort, 
was flooded for an hour and a half, the 
water being so deep that it was impossible 
for pedestrians to cross it. 

Stauch's bathing pavilion on the beach 
was one of the buildings that was struck. 
A big hole was knocked in the structure, 
but nobody was hurt. The synagogue on 
West Third Street also received a bolt. The 
rear part of the structure was badly dam- 
aged, but the house was deserted. The 
observatoryeon Surf Avenue had its roof 
taken off. 

The flagpole on Feltman’s pavilion was 
shattered, and a little boy on Surf Avenue 
named Kent of 575 Lafayette Avenue got 
a shock that stunned him. He was thrown 
into a big pool of water, but was picked up 
in short order and removed to the Emerg- 
ency Hospital, where he was resuscitated 
by Dr. Kane. 

A young man was in a launch just off the 
Areade bathing pavilion when the storm 
broke. The launch was capsized by a big 
breaker and the occupant thrown into the 
water. He was a good swimmer and man- 
aged to get back into his boat after an- 
other big wave struck it and set it right. 
He got the craft to the surf line despite the 
turbulence of the waters. He was hadly 
bruised. 


RAILROAD TRACKS ARE FLOODED. 


The great downpour of rain in the Bronx 
flooded the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad between 
One Hundred and Sixty-third and One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-sixth Streets, where they 
run through a thirty-foot cut. A large 
drain pipe beneath the track blew off a 
manhole, and the water poured out until 
it rose as high as the platforms of passing 
trains. Flagmen were posted at each end 
of the cut and all trains were held for 
half an hour until the flood subsided. 

Much of the water poured into a tribu- 
tary cut and flooded the cellars of several 
abattoirs. 

An accident due to the storm was the 
breaking of a sewer pipe in the subway ex- 
eavation at One Hundred ahd Sixteenth 
Street and Lenox Avenue, The excaya- 
tion was flooded, and the contractor sasd 
last night it would take two days to repair 
the damage. 

At Convent Avenue, where One Hundred 
and Forty-third Streets intersects it, the 
rain caused a portion of the roadway, 
about ten feet square, to sink. The police 
of the West One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street Station were communicated 
; with, and barrels and planking were used 
to fill up the hole, 

The main feed wire of the Union Railway 
system was struck by lightning at a point 
somewhere near Fordham. Damage was 
done in the main power house which took 
an hour to repair, and all cars were stalled 
for that time just where they happened to 
be when the accident occurred. Passengers 
on open cars suffered severely from ex- 
posure to the storm, 

Lightning struck the One Hundred and 
Sixty-sixth Street elevated station of the 
Third Avenue Line, on the north side, Lit- 
tle damage resulted, but there was a beau- 
tiful display of sparks and flame as the 
lightning ran along the third rail. ;

ordered the lighting facilities, and darkness 
reigned until after 9 o'clock. 

The storm was the climax of one of the 
most unpleasant days New York has ex- 
périenced this Summer.

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BRUCE SUCCEEDS MORRIS 


Chosen President of the Republican 
County Committee. 


He Tells the Committeemen That the 
Result of the Next City Election 


Will Depend Largely Upon 
Their Work. 


M. Linn Bruce was elected President of 


the Republican County Committee last 


night to succeed Robert C. Morris, re- 
signed, and ‘‘the old slough hole,” as 
George R. Sheldon termed the place when 
urged by Senator Platt and President 
Roosevelt to take it, is filled. All this oc- 


curred at a special meeting held in the 


United Charities Building, and great was 


the surprise of Mr. Bruce at being selected 
to the position, at least he so intimated. 
The meeting was a delightfully harmoni- 
ous affair, made joyous by the hot weather, 
although many of those present were 
equipped with extra collars. Some 150 com- 


mitteemen were present, Such a thing as 


a slate was not suggested during the meet- 
ing, every one being in a kindly mood. Ed- 
ward H. Healy, Vice President of the com- 
mittee, called the meeting to order and 
gravely announced its purpose. Then 2 
motion was made by William H. Ten Eyck 


to the effect that the resignation of Rob- 


ert C. Morris as President, made when he 
received his appointment to take charge of 
the claims of the United States before the 
Venezuela Claims Commission, be taken 
from the table and accepted. This was done 
with an air of quiet resignation on the part 


of the delegates, who looked up to see 
what next was on the programme. 


Mr, Ten Eyck did not keep them wait- 
ing long, but immediately vroposed reso- 
lutions regretting that Mr. Morris found 
it necessary to take the action, on account 
of his necessary absence, and expressing 
thanks and appreciation to Mr. Morris for 
the service he had rendered. 

“Many important problems were solved 
by him,” were the concluding words of the 
resolution, “‘and he exhibited at al] times 
tact and good judgment. He has striven 
to prumote the interests of the Republican 
party in the County of New York, and his 
character is illustrative of the courage, vir- 
tue and integrity of American manhood. 
We trust that his future may be crowned 
with success,”’ 

No sooner had these resolutions been 
adopted than Col. Gruber started for the 
platform. 

‘I am called upon to name a candidate 
for your consideration as President of this 
committee,”’ said Col. Gruber, looking about 
as though expected bitter opposition. 
“The Execut ve Committee of a political 
party is its organization. The organization 
needs the party which, without its organi- 
zation, would be like ‘a painted ship upon 
a painted ocean.’ ”’ 

The Colonel then dwelt upon ships and 
oceans and storms and crippled craft, and 
not being on schedule time, until some of 
the committeemen became uneasy, but then 
he restored good humor by making the an- 
nouncement that his choice for resident 
of the committee was M. Linn Bruce, who 
was made a member of the committee some 
days before, a member from Colonel Gru- 
ber’s Twenty-first Assembly District. re- 
signing to make the needed room. He then 
got off on architects, calling Mr. Bruce an 
architect, and promising the support of the 
organization to him if he would consent to 
become its especial architect, and if the 
committeemen would see him in that light. 

“Mr. Bruce is honest and affable,"’ de- 
clared Col. Gruber. “ He is a Republican, 
and, therefore, has good political princi- 
ples. He is a Scotchman, and, therefore, 
has hard common sense. He is a lawyer, 
and, therefore, not easily fooled.”’ 

Charles Kk. Lexow of the Twenty-second 
Assembly District seconded the nomination, 
and the vote was unanimous, By no means 
anticipating the honor in store for him, Mr. 
Bruce had neglected to take precautions to 
get out of the way, and was discovered in 
the meeting. He was promptly set upon 
and led to the stage, where he expressed 
his great surprise at being nominated, and 
then pulled from his pocket a typewritten 
statement of thanks which he read from 
the peattores. 

* We are on the eve of a great municipal 
contest,”’ réad Mr. Bruce, ‘‘ and it is for the 
continuance of good overnment in this 
city. The result of this contest will de- 
pend largely on the work of this commit- 
tee. I trust that the splendid and decisive 
service which you rendered in the cam- 
paign of 1901 may, if possible, be surpassed 
in 1903. There is dependent upon the result 
not. only the continuance of decent gov- 
ernment, but also the maintenance here of 
the cause of non-partisan municipal gov- 
ernment. 

‘*We have the greatest government this 
city has had within the memory of this 
generation. It may not have accomplished 
all that some anticipated, »ut it is clean, 
honest, economical, and is administered in 
the interest of the moral and material wel- 
fare of the people. I assume this office 
without obligation other than a sense of 
duty. and I shall give to it the best I have, 
confident of the support and co-operation 
of each member of the committee and of 
all loyal Republicans.”’ 

After Mr. Bruce had smiled benignly on 
the gathering and shaken hands all around, 
Mr. Ten Eyck, who acted as a s@rt of mas- 
ter of ceremonies, moved that the name of 
Mr. Bruce be added to the commitee al- 
ready appointed to confer with the repre- 
sentatives of other fusion organizations to 
meet in September and decide upon antl- 
candidates. This was adopted, 
and the meeting adjourned.

| REPUBLICAN CONVENTION CALL 


Dates for the various Republican con- 
ventions in the city this Fall were set yes- 
terday by the Executive Committee of the 
Republican City Committee, which met at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel.

Republican District Leaders Dissatisfied 
with Ite Machinery in Demo- 
cratic Hands. 


Rumblings of dissatisfaction are heard in 
Republican organization ranks over the 
workings of the Bureati of Blections under 
the direction of State Superintendent George 
W. Morgan, recently appointed to that 
position by Gov. Odell, As yet there has 
been no open protest from any of the Re- 
publican leaders, either State or district, 
but nevertheless their opposition is crystal- 
lizing and trouble is said to be in sight. 

One of the most prominent of the Repub- 


lican district leaders last night declared to 


friends at the meeting of the Republican 


County Committee that the Bureau of Elec- 
tions, as now organized, would be found to 
be nothing more nor less than an adjunct 
to Tammany Hall.

Superintendent Morgan always has been as-

The Governor, it is known, has said that, 
while Mr. Morgan is a Democrat, he re- 
= him as an absolutely fair-minded and 

onest man, thoroughly familiar with the 
city and qualified to perform the duties of 
his office in a satisfactory manner. The 
district leaders, however, are declaring that 
Morgan is favoring Tammany and that his 
deputy, John Maher, is a man of strong 
Tammany affiliations. In addition to this, 
the counsel for the department, under the 
law, is named by the Attorney General of 
the State, who now is a Democrat, John 
Cunneen. The Attorney General has desig- 
nated as his deputy in New York, in sole 
charge of the legal work of the Bureau of 
Elections, Maurice B. Blumenthal, for 
many years Chairman of the Tammany 
Hall Speakers’ Bureau and at the present 
time engaged in a district contest to elect 
Rush as the leader of the Twenty-ninth in 
opposition to Joseph F. Mulqueen, the 
present leader. 


All of these things are being taken up

JEALOUS OF W. K. VANDERBILT. 


Name of Millionaire Figures in Brooklyn 
Separation Suit. 


The name of William K. Vanderbilt was 
brought into a suit’for separation, which 
came up before Justice Gaynor in the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, on a 
motion for alimony and counsel fees made 


by the plaintiff, Mrs. Florence B. Fried- 
lander, The defendant, Edward J. Fried- 
lander, a stock broker, living at 28 Hart 
Street, Brooklyn, opposed the motion 
through his attorney, John H. Van Horn. 

Hugo Wintner, appearing for Mrs. Fried- 
lander, asked for $500 counsel fee and $50 a 
week alimony. He said that the couple 
were married Nov. 12, 1883, and that the 
defendant mistreated his wife. In an affi- 
davit signed by Mrs. Friedlander she de- 
clares that jm December, 1000, the plaintiff 
struck her violently in the face, sayin 
that she was about to meet William K. 
Vanderbilt clandestinely, whom she met on 
an. Atiantic steamer some time previous, 

For this assault and insult, she says, she 
had her husband arrested, but he pleaded 
with her and, relenting, she secured his re- 
lease. Justice Gaynor reserved decision. 

Mrs. Friedlander, when seen at her home 
last night, said that her husband was in- 
sanely jealous, and became enraged when- 
ever he saw her kiss one of their boys. 

She said that she met Mr. Vanderbilt 
while crossing the ocean. They became 
acquainted because he took a fancy to her 
youngest child, a boy of eighteen months, 
whv would go to him and to no other 
stranger aboard the ship. When she ar- 
rived in New York, Mrs. Friedlander says 
that she invited Mr. Vanderbilt to meet 
he~ husband. He offered to take her home 
in his carriage. When she got home she 
told her husband of her experience and 
he became angry. 

The story that she had been a guest of 
Mr. Vanderbilt on several occasions had 
been spread by her husband, she said. This 
story, she said, was absolutely untrue.

NATIONAL BANK AT 
DOYLESTOWN WRECKED 


Institution Closed by Controller 
and Receiver Appointed. 


President and Cashier Had Lost in Spec- 
ulating in Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior—Loss Falls Upon Direc- 
tors and Stockholders. 


DOYLESTOWN, Penn., July 30.—The 


Doylestown National Bank of this city has 
been closed by the Controller of the Cur- 
rency. Bank Examiner J. W. Schofield has 
been appointed receiver. 

The statement issued by the Controller of 


the Currency says that the failure of the 
bank was brought’about by spéculations in 
stocks on the part of the officers and a 
rumber of the customers of the bank. 

The public was informed of the action by 
the following notice posted on the door of 
the bank to-day: 


This bank closed and in the hands of the Con- 
troller of the Currency. 
T. P. KANE, 


Deputy Controller of the Currency. 
J. W. SCHOFIELD, 
National Bank Examiner. 

The posting of the notice caused consid- 
erable excitement in the town, as the de- 
»0sits of the institution are large. The 

ank examiners have been working on the 
books for two days past, but no statement 
has been issued either by them or by the 
officers of the bank. 

“The losses,"’ said Deputy Controller 
Kane to-day, ‘ will absorb the entire sur- 
plus and capital stock of the bank. In 
other words, the total loss will amount to 
$215,000, and it devolves upon the Directors 
and stockholders to make up this defi- 
ciency.’’ 

Francis L. Worthington, a Director, said: 

“The President and cashier ran things 
to suit themseives. They had no right to 
do so. They ought to have consulted the 
Board of Directors, and this trouble would 
have been avoided. 

“IT understand there was speculation in 
Consolidated Lake Superior stock, and 
most of the money may have been sunk in 
that. We find that this speculation has 
been going on for a long time since 1897. 
President Lear and Cashier Brock have 
been apt | money without saying any- 
thing to the Directors. "Now that the whole 
thing has come to light we find that the 
President has secured about $72,000 and 
the cashier $80,000, or thereabout. One of 
the bank's clerks, Fred Clayton, secured 
between $12,000 and $14,000. The bank holds 
the personal notes of the men and some se- 
curity was given, but it is practically 
worthless. 

“The Directors have held weekly meet- 
ings and looked over the stocks and bonds, 
but nothing was known of the doubtful or 
insufficient securities until the bank exam- 
‘ners called our attention to them. At a 
long meeting yesterday, the President and 
cashier were asked if they could take up 
their loans and they said they could not. 
Action by the Government officials then 
followed.” 

Mr. Worthington said he did not think 
the bank would resume business. He aid 
not know that criminal! action was contem- 
— but he believed that suits would 

e brought to recover from the three bank 
employes the amounts of their loans. 

George P. Brock, cashier, declined to re- 
ply to the accusations of Mr. Worthington. 
sayinging merely: ‘Our investments did 
not turn out as well as we expected.”

The bank is one of the oldest in the State. 
Its Philadelphia correspondents are_ the 
Philadelphia National Bank and the First 
National Bank. ‘The former has been its 
agent for fifty years and the latter for 
thirty years. Bank Examiner Schofield 
telegraphed the Philadelphia banks to 
make no remittances to the Doylestown 
bank to-day. 

The President of the bank, Henry Lear, is 
a prominent lawyer in the county and a 
eandidate for Judge on the Republican 
ticket. He is now at Longport, near At- 
lantic City, N. J., and !s said to be pros- 
trated as a result of the failure of the 
bank. 

Cashier Brock is Chief Burgess of Dolyes- 
tewn, Assistant Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, a Vestryman in the Episcopal 
Church, and a member of various organiza- 
tions. He owns a stock farm at Bucking- 
ham, near here. 


DISCREPANCY FOUND 
IN NEWARK BANK’S BOOKS. 


Whereabouts of Discharged Discount 
Clerk Now Unknown—Experts 
Still at Work. 

Special to The New York Times. 
NEWARK, N. J., July 36.—A discrepancy 
which will probably amount to $10,000 has 
been found in the accounts of Edmund J. 
Smith, who until a month ago was the dis- 


count clerk and notary of the Merchants’ 
National Bank of this city. Smith, who 
was dismissed from the bank last month, 
is missing, and his whereabouts are un- 
known. 

Joseph M, Riker, President of the bank, 
made the following statement: 


An examination of the accounts of the dis- 

count clerk of the Merchants’ National Bank, 
Simund J, Smith, recently made upon the 
termination of his employment, has disclosed 
{rregularities and discrepancies in his books. 
Expert accountants are now engaged fm an ex- 
haustive examination of the bank's affairs, to 
determine whether or not the Irregularities and 
discrepancies were intended to cover abstrac- 
tions of the assets, and if so, by whom, and how 
such abstractions were made. 

The examination has proceeded sufficlently far 
to show that the loss to the bank will not be 
serious. The hank holds an indemnity bond of 
the American Surety Company for $10,000, 
Smith has been in the employ of the bank for 
twenty-five years and has never been suspected 
of dishonesty. He left the city before the dis- 
covery of the discrepancies and his whereabouts 
have not been discovered. 

William Colley instituted suit against 
Smith in March, 1902, for $10,000 for the 
allienation of Mrs. Colley'’s affections, and 
in the divorce proceedings against his wife 
begun by Colley at the same ‘time Smith 
was named as co-respondent. The latter 
case was tried before Vice Chancellor 
Emery, who granted the decree, while the 
former case against Smith was settled out 
of court. 

Smith continued to reside with his fam- 
ily in Monmouth Street, and also retained 
his position with \the banking institution 
until June 26, when Mrs. Smith met her 
husband and Mrs. Colley together at the 
Central Railroad Station in Broad Street, 
and the two women engaged in a hair-pull- 
ing match, Smith lost his position at that 
time.

| Czar to Attend the Elaborate Ceremonies 
in Connection with the Canoniza- 
tion of a New Saint. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July. 30.—The cere- 
monies about to take place at the monas- 
tery at Saroff in connection with the 
canonization of St. Seraphim promise to be 
very interesting. The relics of St. Sera- 
phim will be exposed for adoration after 
five days of religious exercises. These 
relics have been installed in a solid silver 
casket beneath a silver baldachin, The 
expense of the installation was borne by 
the Emperor from his private purse, and 
his Majesty testified his interest by writ- 


ing the following marginal note on the 
act of canonization: 

* Read with feelings of genuine pleasure 
and deep emotion. 

The monastery Prich is to be the scene 
of the ceremonial is several miles from 
the village of Saroff, and this village in 
turn is forty miles from the nearest rail- 
way station. Those attending the cere- 
monies will include the imperial family 
and Court, with innumerable @ficials and 
countless multitudes of pilgrims. Tempo- 
rary barracks have been erected to shelter 
the more favored guests, but the great 
majority of the pilgrims will be forced to 
sleep in stables or in the open air. 

The Holy Synod has issued a statement

Most elaborate preparations have been 
made for the celebration. All the pomp 
and magnificence of the Eastern Church, 
with. its most impressive and elaborate 
ceremonies, its imposing processions, and 
its solemn liturgies, will be employed.

and misrule. 

M. Bjirnson says that of the Russian 
National debt of 17,250,000,000f., foreign- 
ers hold more than 4,250,000,000f., be- 
railway shares. But for French 
gold the Russian autocracy would have 
been obliged to capitulate long ago. It is 
foreign money which has maintained the 
formidable accumulation of injustice and 
distress which has become a danger to 
all Europe. Unless this accumulation is 
loosed upon Russia’s neighbors by war it 
must all burst into flame, which would 
be followed by explosions for years to 
come, but, says M. Bjirnson, war is sure 
to break out, and, whatever the conse- 
quences of the war, one thing is certain 
—the payment of interest will cease.

FOR RETURNED ENVOY 


John T. Keating Talks of Irish 
Freedom by Force of Arms. 


Resolutions Adopted Amid Great Cheer- 
ing for the Establishment of an 
irish Republic on the Ruins of 
the British Empire. 


John T. Keating of Chicago, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Ancient Order of Hibernians, 
was the guest of honer last night at a 
largely attended public reception in Codper 
Union tendered him by the Clan-na-Gael. 
There was a long delay, due t¢*the trouble 
in gathering the guard of escort, the Irish 
Volunteers, who marched from Central 
Palace to the Hoffman House, where 
Mr. Keating arrived yesterday morning 
after his trip to Ireland. He went there 
previous to the visit of King Edward and 
as an offset to the British demonstration 
in honor of the sovereign. 

Notwithstanding the wait of an hour in 
the hall, the enthusiastic ‘‘ Nationalists” 
waited patiently, occupying their time in 
reading a pamphlet circulated among them, 
which was entitled: ‘‘The Fine Hand of 
Dunraven.” In this it was stated that Ire- 
land had been robbed again to enrich the 
landlords; that England’s garrison was to 
be replanted and re-endowed out of the 
pockets of the Irish people. 

The pamphlet characterized recent Irish 
legislation as a miserable mess of pottage, 
for which Ireland was asked to sell her 
birthright, and gaye Lord Dunraven the 
credit for “the surrender of John Red- 
rond.” He was characterized as having 
recently entered the ranks of the landlords 
and, therefore, in favor of the “ selling 
out to England.” The pamphlet said that 
the boom in Irish properties was tremend- 
ous, with consequently increased rents, and 
that the land for sale to the tillers would 
soon be back in the hands of the old own- 
ers, the landlords. 


OVATION FOR ENVOY. 


Mr. Keating, when he appeared with the 
Irish Volunteers, received an ovation, State 
Senator Victor J. Dowling presided, and in 
an impassioned address explained that Mr. 
Keating had gone to Ireland to deliver the 
address at the annual pilgrimage to the 
grave of Theobald Wolfe Tone. The state- 
ment had been made that Mr. Keating, 


really the ambassador of the Irish-Ameri- 
cans to Ireland, had not represented any 
one. He was prepared to show and tell 
that he had been received by the Irish peo- 
ple as their American representative of the 
eause that believes that Ireland will be 
free by force of arms. 

Daniel F. Cohalan characterized Ambas- 
sador Choate and Secretary Hay as Tories. 
Their names were hissed. He made an 
address, in which he said that Ireland was 
sure to be free of England, and it would be 
by arms, in the way that the United 
States had won its freedom. He then 
read the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted, with the audience 
standing up and cheering for several min- 
utes: 

We, the Clan-na-Gael, representing the organ- 
ized Nationalists of the United States, and 
knowing that we speak for the true manhood of 
our race in Ireland, tender this reception and 
welcome to our friend and comrade, John T. 
Keating of Chicago, on his return from the old 
land, in recognition of his long and faithful serv- 
ices to the Irish cause, and especially for his de- 
fense of that cause on June 21 last at the grave 
of Theobald Wolfe Tone in Bodenstown, County 
Kildare. We declare that he there spoke for us 
and our brethren throughout the world, and We 
assure our countrymen at home that the few 
men who attacked him for his utterances repre- 
sent no organized force or large body of Opinion 
in the United States. 

We repudiate as impudent falsehoods the re- 
ports cabled to American newspapers by Eng- 
lish news agencies and denationalized American 
correspondents in Lonodon alleging that the King 
of England has been welcomed with ethusiasm 
by the Irish people. We know that the demon- 
strations of loyalty were the work of the Brit- 
ish colony in Ireland, assembled in Deublin for 
that purpose, who flaunted on the highways of 
Ireland's capital tawdry and artless ‘‘decora- 
tions’ hired from English firms and put up by 
imported English workmen, that the demon- 
strations were held under the protection of 20,000 
English soldiers and sailors and 56,000 armed 
policemen, ready to suppress every expression 
of dissent, and the review of this big military 
force in the Phoenix Park, held to overawe the 
people, gave the Ile direct to the ridiculous 
stories of Irish enthusiasm sent abroad for the 
purpose of deceiving England's enemies. 

We assure American friends of Ireland that 
the theory now so sedulously set before them 
by interested publications that a King who is 
a jolly fellow with considerable tact and good 
sense, or a Chief Secretary with affable man- 
ners and a slight strain of historie Irish blood, 
will make any difference in the inexorable 
conditions of English domination in Ireland is 
entirely wrong. They may rest assured that 
the concession of even considerable reforms, 
much less a mere morsel, will not make the 
Irish people swerve or falter in their determi- 
nation to have their full right at whatever cost. 
That right is complete national independence. 
Nothing less will be acceptable, and any form 
or degree of self-government short of absolute 
independence would be unstable and insecure, 
because subject to the whims of an English 
majority governed only by sordid English views 
of English interests. 

The experience of seven centuries has taught 
us that England will never willingly give to Ire- 
land the power to repair the wreck and havoc 
wrought by English rule; that if through stress 
of circumstances or to avert imminent national 
danger she should at any time concede a meas- 
ure of home rule, sh» would follow her invariable 
precedent and break the compact at the first 
favorable opportunity. Ireland's true interests 
will therefore be best served by a steady, reso- 
lute, and progressive poiilcy of organization 


‘among her own people the world over and the 


cultivation of alliances with England's enemies 
with a view to the eventual reconstruction and 
re-establishment of an Irish nation—the found- 
ing of an Irish Republic—on the ruins of the 
British Empire. 

To that policy we pledge our hearty and con- 
tinuous support, and as citizens of the United 
States we will oppose by every means in our 
power any and all forms of alliance or under- 
standing between this country and England and 
every use of the power and influence of the 
American Government in support of British pol- 
icy or British interests in any part_of the world. 


Mr. Keating, when he could be heard 
after a demonstration of welcome which 
drowned the efforts of the Irish Volun- 
teeers’' Band at a serenade, said in part: 

“As au modest man of a modest race I 
am overcome. I am glad to be back in a 
land enjoying the freedom won ae arms 
which Ireland will win. If you could have 
seen what I saw, and heard what I heard, 
you would not believe the dispatches to the 
effect that Ireland ts satisfied. I saw the 
younger generation of Ireland with ‘the 
come on’ on their shoulders. Americans 
may have thought that the spirit of the 
martyrs had left Ireland, but if they had 
been with me they would have seen that 
the spirit of Emmet and Tone is there in 
the breasts of these brave boys. 

“What an answer it was to England's 
boast when that multitude attested their 
loyalty to their land as I spoke! ‘ We are 
here as of old,’ cried the Irish lads. ‘We 
are no slaves of England,’ they said, and 
‘we wil) not be a province.’ They tell you 
that the Irish are satisfied, and I bear you 
their answer they are not. 


KING EDWARD'S VISIT. 


‘What was the result of my visit? You 
have heard it said that the only dissatls- 
fied are the Irish in America, but I bring 
back the message to you that the people 
are willing to make every effort for re- 


lease from the thralldom of England. I 
bring the message from the old and young 
that with your assistance they will take 
any chance and are not afraid to die. 

“As to the visit gf the King, in Cork 
Ahey had to guard with a policeman every 

pole. he journey of the 
King was a farce. On the way to Dublin 
even the heavens wept, and he was met not 
by the Irish to welcome him, but the sol- 
diers and the constabulary and the few who 
bended unwilling knees. should add those 
were importations from England and Scot- 
land. 

“IT told the people of America’s hope for 
them, What is the next chapter? It is the 
freedom of Ireland by force and the Fenian 
cause still lives. Ireland is not loyal to the 
King, no more loyal than it was~-on his 
wedding day, when they smashed windows 
in Cork in proof of their rejoicing. ‘ 

“TI tell rou the time is not far distant 
when the bear of Russia will appear in his 
wrath and our old ally, France, will see 
her chanze, The British Empire will be 
destroyed and Ireland will be free. 

“Think of what a welcome 25,000 of you 
brave ‘men would receive carrying our 
Mausers into Ireland if I as 1S repre- 
sentative received the welcome I did."

IRISH PEASANTS CORDIAL 
TO THE KING AND QUEEN. 


Their Majesties Travel Through the 
Wild Connemara Country and After- 
ward Go to Galway. 


GALWAY, Ireland, July 30.—King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra continued by 
motor car to-day their inspection of some 
of the wildest and most picturesque regions 
of Ireland. The start was made at 9 A. M. 
from the little town of Leenane, on the 
shore of Killaney Bay, where the Mayor, 
the loeal rector, the parish priest, and a 
deputation representing 20,000 inhabitants 
of the wild Connemara mountains present- 
ed an address, The King, in replying, said 
he had already inspected some of the cot- 
tage industries, and he wished to assure the 
inhabitants that he was equally pleased 
with the spirit of industrial activity and 
with the warm, hearty welcome of the peo- 
ple, which he and the Queen would both 
long remember, 

The hearty tone of his Majesty's speech 


pray received with every evidence of appre- 
ciation, 

Their Majesties drove off in motors 
through the beautiful lake and mountain 
country, being everywhere greeted loyally 
by the inhabitants, many of whom jour- 
neyed leagues across the mountains to 
catch a sight of the royal party. 

The motor journey ended at Recess, where 
the party had luncheon. The town was 
decorated and the hotel was surrounded 
by a guard of honor of ‘Connemara Cav- 
alry '’—peasants from the surrounding 
country astride saddleless mountain ponies 
and ‘wearing “ Jerry” hats decorated with 
tricolor ribbons a green rosettes. 

At Recess an extraordinary incident oc- 
curred. A poor old woman approached the

DAY’S SCARE IN HAVANA. 


Excitement Over Report of Uprising in 
Santiago Province. 


HAVANA, July 30.—There was great ex- 
citement in Havana to-day, due to persist- 
ent reports from the Province of Santiago 
of an uprising there. Gen. Rodriguez, 
Commander in Chief of the Rural Guard, 
ordered the mobilization of all of the Rural 
Guards in Eastern Cuba, and the Governor 
of Santiago Province was instructed to en- 
list as many volunteers as might be neces- 
sary to co-operate with the mounted troops. 

These guards and volunteers are engaged 
in a search for the reported revolutionists 
both in Santiago and Puerto Principe, but 
late to-night the Government had received 
no confirmation of the reports of an up- 
rising. The Mayor of Victoria de las Tunas 
wired late this afternoon that diligent in- 
quiries in the surrounding villages dis- 
closed no sign of the rebels. 

Earlier reports received by the Govern- 
ment were to the effect that In spite of the 


assertion made yesterday by Sefior Yero, 
Secretary of the Interior, that the killing 
of three men and the capture of a fourth, 
their leader, who had attempted to cause 
an uprising in the vicinity of Bayamo, 
Province of Santiago, ee ng ended the 
only semblance of an uprising in that dis- 
trict, the rumors of activities of a band of 
revolutionists there had been fully con- 
firmed, 

The Governor and other officials of San- 
tiago Province said that since’ the 
night of Sunday last sixty armed and 
mounted men have appeared outside vil- 
lages in the Cauto River district, proclaim- 
ing a revolution and demanding the pay- 
ment of the ex-members of the revolution- 
ary army. 

No acts of violence have been reported, 
but the inhabitants of the Cauto region are 
excited. ‘The leader of the revolutionary 
party is named Pupo. He is a brother of 
one of the bandits killed by the Rural 
Guard on Tuesday. 

The Becretary of the Interlor says there 
is no doubt that the authorities will be ab » 
to cope successfully with the situation, as 
all reports, he adds, agree that popular 
sentiment is with the Government of Pres- 
ident Palma, and that those who have risen 
in rebellion mostly belong to the wanton, 
lazy class of Puerto Principe. 

Late to-night Col, Reyes, a revolutionary 
veteran in whom the Government has great 
confidence, wired from Santiago Province 
that the region was completely tran- 
qualized, that the people were satisfied, 
and that there was no reason for alarm.

Favorite and Outsider Had a Fight- 
| ing Finish for Stakes. 


Agnes D. Furnished a Surprise by Win- 
ning at the Odds of 25 to 1 
at Jamaica Track. 


An amazing tribute to the popularity of 
racing was presented by the attendance at 
the Jamaica track yesterday, when in spite 
of the fact that about all of the best horses 
in training have been sent to Saratoga, 
the crowd filled both grand and field 
stands and indulged in outbursts of genu- 
ine enthusiasm over the result of each of 
the six races. 

The victory of Astarita took rank as the 
feature of the day, and though the Mexi- 
can Stable’s filly started’ at a very short 
price, the result of the race was one that 
appeared to be eminently satisfactory to 
the public generally. Originally seven 
horses were named to run for this race, 
the Clarendon, a handicap at three-quar- 
ters of a mile for three-year-olds and up- 
ward; but only four answered the call. 
When the barrier was sprung Astarita 
‘Went out to the front, and attended by 
Illyria, made the running from end to end, 
King Pepper being practically left at the 
post, while The Guardsman was outrun s0 
far in the first few strides as to be out 
of the race before the far turn was 
reached. Astarita won, ridden out, by 
three parts of a length, after a hot fight 
through the last furlong. 

Phe sensation of the afternoon was pro- 
sided by the siout fiv2-year-old mare 
Agnes D., in the second race, when ridden 
by the Daly aprentice, Creamer, she dtew 
out at the end, and in a hard-fought whip- 


ing finish won by a scant length at the 
ong odds of 2 to 1. 

A feature of the afternoon's racing was 
that horses owned by feminine supporters 
of the turf figured very prominently in 
three of the six events, Short Cake, owned 
by Miss Maizie Oliver, a young actress and 
daughter of W. L. Olivier, winning one 
race, while Our Nugget, owned by Miss 
Julia Krauss, and Funny Side, owned by 
Miss Thelma Walden Littlefield, finished 
second in their respective races. Great 
things hung on the issue of the race in 
which Funny Side ran, the last on the 
card Miss Littlefield, the ten-year-old 
daughter of Fred Littlefield, the ex-jockey, 
and granddaughter of the veteran turfmen, 
Charles Littlefield and R. W. Walden, had 
fledged herself to make a present of a 
pony and cart to the jockey who first rode 
a winner in her colors, and sthall Gordon 
Wilkerson, one of the lightweight jockeys, 
had the mount on Funny Side, and wanted 
the pony and cart above all other things. 
To within one jump of the winning post it 
seemed as if pony and cart belonged to 
Wilkerson, but then Hazelwood drew out, 
and. ridden in Bullman’s most vigorous 
Style. upset the cart and boy and girl's 
hopes by winning a short nose before Fun- 
ny Side.

SHAMROCKS IN A BLOW. 


Challenger is Stanch and Easy 
Heavy Sea—Mainsail on Old 
Boat Tears. 


in a 


The Shamrocks were out in a stiff wind 
and a heavy sea yesterday. Although 
racing formalities were not observed in 
starting or logging a course, the yachts 
had two informal brushes. The first was a 
reaching test in which the old boat held 
close to the new, both gping out and re- 
turning. The second was a brush on the 
wind in which Shamrock III. did rela- 
tively much better. This, however, was 
brought to a premature end by a rent in 
the mainsail of Shamrock I. The rent was 
along the leach, near the peak, and about 
five feet in length. The sail was hurriedly 
taken in, to prevent greater damage. The 
sail is a splendidly fitting piece of can- 
vas, and the rent will be mended In pref- 
erence to trying another mainsail. 

The yachts started in a strong southerly 
wind on a close reach from the Sandy 
Hook Lightship at 11:08. Shamrock I. was 
on the weather beam of the challenger, 
but the latter, by keeping off, soon reached 
through her lee. The wind was 12 to 14 
nots, and the yachts contented them- 
selves with gaff topsails and lower head 
sails. They plunged head into a nasty 
sea and made the water fly, 

When they turned back &t 11:35, after 
reaching about six knots, the challenger 
had gained very little on the old boat. On 
the reach back she gained 30 seconds. The 
time of rounding the lightship was 11:53 for 
the challenger and 11:53:30 for Shamrock I. 

They started at once on the port tack for 
a beat down the Jersey coast. While the 
challenger did not foot noticeably faster, 
she worked out to windward perceptibly. 
When the accident happened to the Sham- 
rock I., about 1 o’clock, the challenger was 
considerably to windward ‘and apparently 
several minutes ahead. The challenger re- 
turned to the anchorage under lower sails, 
while the old boat was towed in by the 
Cruizer.

THE TEMPORAL POWER. 

Mr. JosErPH O’CoNNOR, who, under the 
pseudonym of “‘ The Rochesterian,” con- 
ducts, in The Rochester Post-Express, 
what we risk very little in calling the 
most interesting and instructive individ- 
ual “department” in any American 
newspaper, has taken up the very “ ac- 
tual” theme of the Pope’s temporal 
power, and does us, and all other stu- 
dents of the subject, the service of re- 
calling the article of Archbishop IRrE- 
LAND, to which current events give fresh 
interest, on “‘The Pope’s Civil Prince- 
dom,” published in The North American 


Review for March, 1901. 


There is no American prelate in the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy, we need not 
except even the greatly honored Cardi- 
nal Archbishop of Baltimore, whose opin- 
ions upon such a subject would command 


from Americans in general, non-Catho- 


lics as well as Catholics, more respect 
than such Americans gladly accord to 
the Archbishop of St. Paul. Americans 
of his faith and Americans not of his 
faith are exceedingly glad to have his 
opinion. They all know that here is a 
Catholic whose Catholicism does not in- 
terfere with his Americanism, a prelate 
who has shown that the better Catholic 
he is the better American he also is. 
There is nothing at all “hyphenated” 
about either the Archbishop's citizenship 
or his churchmanship. It is a great thing 
for the Catholic Church, it isa great thing 
for the United States, to have such an 
object lesson in the obligations of a 
double and yet not divided allegiance. 
And moreover, the article under consid- 
eration has the rhetorical attractiveness 
that few of its author’s public outgivings 
lack. It is, we may say in a double sense, 
“all Ireland.” There is a Celtic, we may 
say Irish, exaltation and fervor about it 
that compel sympathy and that carry 
even the hostile reader along with the 
impetuous current of the discourse. 

And yet, upon such a subject as the 
temporal power of the Pope, or, as the 
Archbishop prefers to put it, “ The Pope’s 
Civil Princedom,” it is the duty of the 
conscientious reader to put all these 
things aside and to consider in all cold- 
mess the argument. Said that excellent 
Anglican prelate, Bishop BUTLER: 
“ Things are what they are, and the con- 
sequences of them will be what they will 
be. Why, then, should we desire to be de- 
ceived?” Let us look through the ex- 
, cellent Archbishop’s plea, for it is a 

“plea, in this cold-blooded and “learned 
spirit.” 

The Archbishop says, for instance—he 
even begins by saying—that the one solu- 
tion of the question of “the Pope’s civil 
princedom ” “ which will satisfy the Pon- 
tiff and the faithful of the Catholic 
Church is the restoration of the Papacy 
to its temporal power.’’ We are sorry to 
have the Archbishop say that. If one 
ean conceive the question of the tem- 
poral power as being an American and 
not an Italian question, we are perfectly 
sure that the Archbishop would not say 
that. Because he is an American. If he 
were an Italian, as he is an American, 
Catholic or not, he would appreciate in- 
stinctively the force of the desire and 
demand that Rome should again be the 
capital of United Italy which have in 
fact been operative to secure the im- 
murement of the head of the Church in 
the “prison” of the Vatican. 

The head of the Church cannot be a 
“subject.” That is the gist of the Arch- 
bishop’s argument, which we by no 
means undertake to contravene. He 
quotes Lzo’s complaint that “the Govy- 
ernment of the city, which has been 
wrongfully secured, was passed on from 
one to the other, as if it had been justly 
obtained.” He quotes the Duke of Nor- 
POLK’s pious aspiration to witness “the 
restoration of the Roman Pontiff to a 
position of temporal independence.” And, 
not being an Italian, he ignores the oth- 
er side. 

And yet the other side is a-side not to 
be ignored. When the demand for Italian 
unity began to take shape, it naturally 
and necessarily included the demand, for 
a capital of the new United Italy, of the 
Eternal City, which had been, two mil- 
lenniims before, the capital of the Ro- 
man Empire. That was a sentiment to 
be reckoned with and complied with, on 
the part of all Italian ecclesiastics who 
were statesmen and not mére politicians. 
It is perfectly true that there was a 
great tradition on the other side, that, to 
modern observers, the Hternal City was 
less the old capital of the pre-Christian 
world than it was the secular headquar- 
ters of the “ Church of Rome,” and that 


the Roman Catholic Church still testified 
to its antiquity, its pre-Christian antiqui- 
ty, as it does to-day, by dedicating its 
churches to a Deity which, with the 
change of but one letter, might be taken 
to be “ Jovi Optimo Maximo,” 

But, as matter of fact, the first Gov- 
ernment of United Italy showed every 
desire, every anxiety even, to comply 
with the wishes of the Universal Church. 
It even fixed, for the space of some 
months or some years, its own headquar- 
ters at Florence, for the express purpose 
of conciliating the Holy See. And there 
Was all the time the glaring fact that 
the “States of the Church,” considered 
as a secular State, were very nearly the 
worst “run” country in Burope. HENRY 
JaMEs, in one of his early stories, cas- 
ually mentions the execrableness of the 
“Holy Father’s postal arrangements.” 
But all tourists in those days agreed, 
when Rome was “run” according to the 
spiritual head of Christendom, that it 
Was very ill run, 

Everybody will agree with the Arch- 
bishop of St. Paul that the Pope should 
not be anybody’s “subject,” that he 
should have a domain, or, as we would 
put it, a “reservation” of his own, 
within which he should, according to his 
lights, which, when he did it, were pret- 
ty dim, establish justice and maintain 
truth, and at least be responsible to no 
“overlord.” ‘To buy him, for instance, 
the Island of Elba, on which NAaPpoLEoNn 
once spent some weary months, or the 
Island of Corsica, on which that preda- 
tory imperator was born, or even the 
Island of Sardinia, which gave its name 
to the present reigning house of Italy— 
any one of these propositions would com- 
mend itself to the non-Catholic, and 
even, we think, to a certain degree, to 
the Catholic world. But the actual claim 
of the Papacy, as it has been formulated 
by the Archbishop of St. Paul, is a claim 
to misgovern certain Italian States, be- 
cause it has misgoverned them already, 


while these States comprise that Eternal 


City which is much less assuredly the 


seat of the Holy See than it is the nat- 
ural and historical capital of the King- 
dom of Italy. Such a claim is foredoomed 
to failure. We continue, in spite of the 


excellent Archbishop of St. Paul, to be- 


lieve that the claim will fail and that it 
ought to fail. 


DEATH TO THE BABS! 

The microbe of persecution is always 
With us, but at times it dies off and we 
begin to think of it as we do of the Black 
Pest; when, lo and behold, it starts up 
again with its old virulence! 
sunspots and periodicity generally may 
explain why the microbe has suddenly 
begun its ravages again this year in 
Europe, Asia, and America—in Russia 
against the Jews and Finlanders, in Per- 
sia against the Babs, and in the United 
States against the negro. 

The rise of this mental disease has lit- 
tle to do with the religious acts of its 
victims. As we see, lynching develops in 
atrocity within our own borders and 
wins defenders among decent men, so we 
find the Russians rather pleased than 
otherwise with their exploits, looking for 
reasons to excuse their barbarities, and 
meditating more. Religion is merely the 
excuse for these murders, which can al- 
Ways be traced to some jealousy of the 
victims on the part of the oppressors, or 
of. those who, from a safe seat in the 
rear of the mob, direct the oppressors. 
In the case of the Babs we have a close 
parallel of the sufferings of early Chris- 
tians in the first centuries of our era, 
whose greater sobriety, thrift, and intel- 
ligence disposed the shiftless populace 
against them, whose reforming spirit the 
priesthood feared and denounced. 

As at Kishineff we saw the priests 
that call themselves Christians egging 
the mob on the Jews, so in Southern Per- 
sia we see the mollahs urging the ruin 
of the B&bs—those quiet reformers, 
Quakerlike in their reserve, who form 
almost the only hard-working, self-re- 
specting element in the Persian Nation. 
And again, the reason is economic rather 
than religious. The noble tenets and 
elevated conduct of the vast majority of 
the Babs make them remarkable for su- 
perior character; hence they increase in 
number, and as they slowly gain in the 
respect of decent men the priesthood 
loses income steadily, while the appa- 
rent wealth cf the Babs excites the mob 
to plunder. 

These followers of a higher life get 
their name from bib, the gate, because 
their first prophet, nearly a hundred 
years ago, announced himself as “ the 
Gate.” He was hated by the mollahs as 
only priests can hate. His tragic death 
at the hand of the Persian ruler has 
made him the founder of a new religion. 
Neither the last nor the present BAab 
has fallen into the hands of the Persians; 
he lives generally in Syria; but quietly 
the sublime tenets of successive holders 
of the name have made their way 
through the length and breadth of the 
land. When Prof. Browne of Oxford 
visited Central Persia in search of 
B&abysm he found that many persons who 
judged it prudent to be Moslems in pub- 
lic were generally known to be BAbs in 
secret. Indeed, it was enough for a man 
to live a better life to be accused of be- 
longing to the proscribed sect. 

Possibly by this time the Babs would 
have won toleration from the Govern- 
ment, if not permission to practice their 
religion openly, had it not been for the 
fanaticism of two, and probably only 
two, men, who.in 1852 attempted the life 
of the Shah. This was soon after the 
judicial murder of the first Bab, when 
there was naturally much bitterness over 
the death of a talented and irreproacha- 
ble man. The answer was what might be 
expected. Persecutions like those the 
Bibs have been suffering recently were 
started in various parts of Persia, and 
the sect was apparently stamped out in 
blood, Ever since there have been spo- 
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radic renewals of persécution, sometimes 
with the direct connivance of the author- 
ities, sometimes merely through mobs ex- 
cited by priests. In the present case 
the governing powers appear to have re- 
sisted the mob at first and then played 
the craven. Yezd is one of those towns in 
Fars which gains picturesqueness by its 
tumbledewn condition. It owes its ex- 
istence to an oasis in a desert part of 
ancient Persia and a trade route which 
had to use that oasis. Its remnant pop- 
ulation is largely made up of merchants 
and traders, and it is the only town 
where linger the old fire-worshippers 
who have suffered from Jew, Christian, 
and Moslem, yet still survive. 

Unless the Shah makes an example of 
the mob at Yezd we may expect out- 
breaks of the same kind in other cities 
of Persia, furnishing more martyrs to the 
believers in the Biyan or Babi Bible and 
increasing the number of reformers who 
reject the Shiite, or Persian form of Mo- 
hammedanism. As Russia and England 
and Germany close in on Persia, events 
will have to follow in quicker tempo and 
a reformation like B&abysm, founded on 
modern progress, raising the status of 
woman and appealing to the sense of 
fairness, will be certain to triumph in the 
end, 


THE CUNARD AGREEMENT. 

That the stockholders of the Cunard 
Company have ratified the agreement 
entered into by their managers with the 
British Government is not at all surpris- 
ing. It was understood that they would, 
since to do so was very much to the ad- 
vantage of that company. Hereafter 
only Englishmen may be officers of the 
Cunard Company, and even the stock- 
holding privilege is restricted to British 
subjects. This provision of the agree- 
ment is summarized as follows: 


Whenever a majority of the Directors 
certify that there is reason to believe that 
any share of the company is held by or in 
trust for or is in any way under the con- 
trol of a forelgner or foreign corporate 
body, or any corporate body under foreign 
control, the holder of such share shall be 
called upon to prove that the share is not 
so held, and if such proof is not given the 
Directors shall call for the transfer of 
such share, and unless this is done the 


share shall be sold or transferred by the 
Directors. 

By what process of law a bona fide 
owner of shares of stock in the Cunard 
Company can be compelled to sell and 
transfer them or suffer confiscation is 
not made clear. It would appear to be a 
good deal easier to agree to do this than 
to do it legally. Stock cannot be trans- 
ferred under the new rule unless the per- 
son seeking such transfer shall accom- 
pany his demand with a declaration that 
he is a native or naturalized citizen of 
Great Britain, or, if the transferee be a 
corporation, that it is British or under 
British control. 

The Government is to be the principal 
stockholder in the reorganized corpora- 
tion. A new issue of £2,000,000 of “ Gov- 
ernment shares” is authorized, which 
shall be issued to those designated by 
the Government. Of this amount £1,000,- 
000 will go immediately into the con- 
struction of two new ships of the mer- 
chant cruiser type. All of this means 
that the Cunard fleet is in future to do 
business under Government patronage as 
an auxiliary naval establishment, avail- 
able whenever wanted for cruising or 
transport purposes. It will be liberally 
subsidized under the guise of facilitating 
the transatlantic mails, and to whatever 
extent it may seem worth while to use it 
as a club to destroy the International 
Merchant Marine it will undoubtedly be 
so used. 

To the average American citizen this 
is a matter of very slight interest. Con- 
cerning the Morgan combine Mr. Car- 
NEGIE is quoted as saying that “it is a 
matter not of sentiment, but of business.” 
Perhaps he was right. That it does not 
seem to have had much value in a busi- 
ness way from the American point of 
view is the conclusion which would ap- 
pear to be inevitable. This is to be re- 
gretted, of course, but, being a matter of 
business and not of sentiment, it may be 
that regrets are as inappropriate as they 
are unavailing. 


THE SECRET STAIRWAYS. 

The discovery of the secret stairways 
in the City Hall is a fact of great inter- 
est. That the only one known to exist 
was doubtless built to give the waiters a 
short cut from the old kitchen of the 
building to what was at that time the of- 
ficial banquet room of the City Fathers, 
is an unwelcome explanation which will 
doubtless be received with the contempt 
it deserves. If the purpose of the con- 
cealed stairway had been as honest and 
practical as this utilitarian view of it 
would assume, why did it terminate in a 
niche, which in turn was covered by a 
heroic portrait of Gen, ANDREW JACKSON? 
Is it customary to cover and hide stair- 
ways the existence of which is not meant 
to be a mystery of the initiated, or 
which are used for other than nefarious 
purposes by conspirators? Obviously not. 
Stairways meant for legitimate use are 
not built into walls, and left as dark as 
a pocket from end to end. Only the man 
stimulated by an evil purpose to murder 
some necessary bill or cripple a benefi- 
eent appropriation, or who had entered 
fhto an oath-bound compact with certain 
other spirits worse than himself—or at 
least fust as bad—to loot the Municipal 
Treasury in one way or another, would 
ever think of creeping up such a stair- 
way on tiptoes, holding his breath and 
starting guiltily when a mouse, dis- 
turbed at its nest building by his unex- 
pected intrusion, scurried for cover and 
made the succeeding silence even more 
oppressive. 

‘We are told that in the days of the 
Boodle Aldermen the stairway which has 
just been found, and possibly the one 
which is believed to exist, but has not 
yet been uncovered, was used by the 


Aldermen who made their deal with 
JacoB Suarp for the Broadway Railroad 
franchise. They are said to have availed 
themselves of this means of evading 
process servers and escaping the indig- 
nant criticism of their outraged constit- 
yents. It may be so, But it is more in- 
teresting to think of parties of polit- 
ical brigands of the Tammany variety 
creeping up and down in the dark, grop- 
ing their way along the inclosing walls, 
and carrying their lethal weapons, pref- 
erably daggers, in their teeth. It would 
make those who participated in this rec- 
reation feel as if they were the real thing 
in the line of mediaeval conspirators, and 
if even a rumor of their participation 
reached their districts it would put them 
on a pinnacle which respectability could 
not approach, and would be worth votes 
enough to elect them to anything for 
which they might be nominated. 


There is a chance for the creation of 
a new municipal officer, the City Hall 
Guide, which should not be allowed to 
pass unutilized. The secret stairs should 
be left as they are, and the right man 
for the place of guide need have no great 
trouble in inventing picturesque stories, 
fortified with dates and names, to give 
verisimilitude to an otherwise bald and 
unconvincing narrative. If his imagina- 


tion were as lively as the opportunity 
warranted, he could impart much enter- 
tainment and instruction to visitors from 
the country. He could take them by 
groups through the office of The City 
Record, up the mysterious stairway, and 


through peepholes in the canvas of Pres- 
ident Jackson let them see the interior 
of the Aldermanic Chamber. A few dis- 
creetly disposed stains could be explained 
as connected with dark and bloody 
crimes committed by FERNANDO Woops's 
Municipal Police, or by any one else long 
enough dead and forgotten to make it 
safe to take liberties with their charac- 
ters and reputations. There are a great 
many men who would find romancing of 


this kind a very fascinating occupation, 


and who are well qualified to make these 
enrichments of local political history. 
The eternal verities have no terrors for 
them. As to.the country visitors, there 
is really no good reason why they should 


not be thrilled and instructed and misled 


as well in the City Hall as in any one of 
a hundred show places in Europe, where 
this sort of thing is done systematically 
and adds greatly to the interest of for- 
eign travel. The man who could not 
build a dizzy superstructure of fiction 
on the basic fact of a secret stairs lead- 
ing from our local hall of legislation to 
the donjon keep beneath lacks imagina- 
tion, which in such matters is worth a 
great deal more than veracity.

THE OBSTINATE HOUSESMITHS. 


The decision of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association to put a limit to 
their toleration of the reluctance of the 
unions wedded to the present system in- 
augurated by the walking delegates to 
resume work under the agreement of ar- 
bitration is wise and commendable. A 
great many thousand men who have ac- 
cepted the plan and want to go to work 
are held back and embarrassed by the 
action of a truculent minority of the 
housebuilding mechanics who cannot re- 
linquish the usufruct of the “graft” 
which the walking delegates have inaug- 
urated. These men are under no legal 
obligation to waive their objection to 
building trade reform or to resume work. 
They can stand out as long as pleases 
them; but they cannot expect a great in- 
dustry to walt on their convenience, and 
if their union blocks the way, so much 
the worse for the union, 

The public has become thoroughly tired 
of the farce which has been played ever 
since negotiations looking to an end of 
the dead-lock have been in progress. It 
is very generally believed that the Em- 
ployers’ Association has been more cred- 
ulous than the occasion called for, and 
has permitted the date of full resumption 
to be postponed from one Monday to an- 
other until weeks have run into months. 
It must end some time. This time will 
be when the employers give notice that if 
union men will not go to work on a cer- 
tain day, which need not be more distant 
than the morrow of the announcement, 
the door will be closed against them. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. ¢ 


——Whoever, in considering the explosion 
of two powder magazines near Lowell, 
Mass., can turn his attention from its re- 
sults to its causes is likely to lose what 
is the first impression of all and the last of 
most—the impression that it was a fright- 
ful accident, a misfortune, a disaster for 
which the blame, if any, is to be placed on 
that irremediable carelessness which is an 
element entering into every phase of human 
activity. For a study of the circumstances 
reveals something more than this—some- 
thing very much like a deliberate and pro- 
longed taking of entirely unnecessary 
chances and a reckless neglect to take 
precautionary measures of demonstrated 
efficacy and small cost. The magazines, 
originally well isolated in open fields, had 
for years been the close neighbors of in- 
habited houses, built there, apparently, for 
the very reason that the site, being dan- 
gerous, was also cheap. That was bad 
enough, but what was worse is the fact 
that between the magazines and the houses 
nobody had seen fit to erect a barrier of 
any sort. Yet at least one foreign manu- 


facturer of explosives, NoBrn, and in the’ 


case of at least some of his mills, long ago 
devised and adopted the plan of completely 
surrounding each of the buildings with a 
strong dirt embankment higher than its 
roof. This has not prevented explosions, 
but it has repeatedly limited the loss of 
life to the particular structure blown up, 
and has saved all those around it and their 
occupants from destruction. A precaution 
of this sort would vastly have reduced the 
proportions of the Lowell “ disaster,” and 
it would do as much in the future for many 
an American magazine and powder mill. 
So far as we are aware, however, no Amer- 
fjcan manufacturer of explosives has imi- 
tated this simple plan, and certainly the 
large majority of them have not done it, 
Why? It costs a little money and imposes 
a small but constant inconvenience. To the 
first of these objections we are not dis- 
posed to ascribe any appreciable weight, 
but prefer to find the second a sufficient 
explanation, both for the employers and the 


employés. The sufficient explanation, how- 


ever, is far from being a sufficient excuse, 


+—Union railway stations, so called, are 
to be found in many of our cities, but a 
union railway station like that now build- 
ing in Washington is a departure from all 
precedent and certainly in the right direc- 
tion. We do not refer to what are to be 
its unequaled size and magnificence, but to 
the fact that its facilities are not to be 
monopolized by the particular railway com- 
panies for the present convenience and 
profit of which the station is designed. On 
the contrary, the Federal and Municipal 
Governments, having contributed to its 
cost, have ordained that, as their recom- 
pense, any road desiring to enter the Na- 
tional capital shall be free to do so on 
equal terms with the roads already there. 
This is a most judicious and far-sighted 
provision. It recognizes the essentially pub- 
lic nature of the service rendered by rail- 
ways, and of the obligations incurred by 
them, and it protects Washington from 
abuses and restrictions, due to the impos- 
sibility of competition, which New York 
long has suffered, with partial relief only 
now in sight. One passenger station is 
enough for any city under this new plan, 
and it would save travelers from a vast 
amount of inconvenience in making trans- 
fers, not to mention the vast amounts they 
have to pay, in cities where several roads 
have entrance, for the construction and 
maintenance of separate stations for each 
road or group of roads. 


—It would be extremely easy for the 
President or his advisers at Oyster Bay to 
make several rather serious mistakes in 
the treatment of ‘‘ Mother Jonsps,’"’ but one 
can hope that they will not indulge in any 
of the possible errors, and that they will 
extract whatever of public advantage may 
be derived from the judicious handling of 
a matter that is delicate rather than diffi- 
cult, ‘‘ Mother Jongs,”’ so far as our knowl- 
edge of her goes, is by no means a bad wo- 
man, nor are her intentions at all repre- 
hensible. Her denunciations of the evils 
among which she has lived have often been 
unduly violent, and she has often given 
extremely bad advice to striking miners 
and others, but about the reality of the 
evils she has denounced there is little or no 
question, and as for child labor, the spe- 
cial grievance which she is just now ex- 
ploiting, denunciation of any vehemence 
eould hardly be excessive. The behavior 
of ‘“* Mother Jonges’”’ during her first visit 
to Oyster Bay indicated the possession by 
her of a good deal of common sense and 


self-restraint. She carefully avoided a 


scene, she promptly assented to the reason- 
ableness of the President’s rule of receiv- 
ing only those who have made appoint- 
ments with him, and she avoided any hope- 
less efforts to force herself into his pres- 
ence. ‘‘Mother JonEs’’ may not be the 
wisest of women, but neither is she the 
least wise, and it is more than possible 
that she can give the President some valu- 
able information about child labor in Penn- 
sylvania—valuable to him in his official 
capacity and interesting to him as a man 
with a heart. If he refuses to see her she 
will become a martyr of a sort—a woman 
with a grievance against him not alto- 
gether imaginary. With all her faults and 
follies, her character compares fairly well 
with those of several statesmen who have 
had no difficulty in passing the barriers 
around Sagamore Hill. 


—Unfortunate WILLIAM SmiTH! In de- 
termining to devote his money to the found- 
ing of a woman's callege that shall immor- 
talize his neat but not gaudy name, the 
Geneva seedsman is only doing that for 
which other men, not more respectable nor 
more disinterested than he, have been 
warmly lauded, and yet he gets nothing 
except harsh words and unasked advice as 
to what he should do with his money. It is 
very hard, and not the less hard because 
Mr. SmiruH is wrong and his critics are 
right. We do need the betterment of ex- 
isting colleges, for men as well as for wo- 
men, more than we need the establishment 
of new ones, but—well, what is there for 
Witi1am SmMitTa in the increasing of other 
men’s fame? Is he alone forbidden to be 
human? Cannot he buy for a million or 
more of hard dollars what ‘‘Old EH” se- 
cureé for a few theological books—mo@fét of 
them out of the bindings? However it 
may be with others, our hearts go out to 
the seedsman.. We agree with all the cruel 
things that are said about his plan, and 
yet we feel that he is a most ill-used 
philanthropist. And, when all's said, we 
are not so awfully sure as we might be 
that there are enough colleges already. 
The question might at least be debated, 
and elsewhere than in Geneva.

SEEK TO EJECT SQUATTERS. 
War Department’s Effort to Dispossess 
‘Those Who Hold Small Reservations 


In City of Washington. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINTON, July 30.—There are within 
the limits of the City of Washington 303 
Government reservations of various sizes, 
ranging from 250 square feet to eighty-two 
acres, These reservations are under the 
direction of Col, Symons, Commissioner of 
Public Buildings and Grounds, who is an 
officer of the Engineer Corps of the Army. 
By the report of the Commissioner, it ap- 
pears that some twenty of the smaller 
reservations are occupied by private per- 
sons, in some cases for religious and char- 
itable purposes, and in others for commer- 
cial purposes. 

This occupation of public property is 
without authority of law, and is held by 
“squatter right.” The Government de- 
rives no income from the occupation. In 
some cases the occupation has continued 
for nearly twenty years, and there is a 
gaeetion pending inregard to dispossessing 

@ squatters, who have been so long in 
possession, that they may give the author- 
ties considerable annoyance. 

More than twenty years ago Ma 
and John Shore squatted on small parcels 
of land on the banks of Rock Creek. They 
have been living on the land ever since. 
Much of it has been reclaimed from ad- 
joining swamp land by the efforts of the 
occupants, and they have set up the claim 
that, having occupied and cultivated the 
land for more than twenty years, it be- 
longs to them. 

The War Department is engaged in an 
effort to eject the occupants, An opinion 
was “eet from the Attorney General, 
who advised that the courts should be 
asked to determine the rights of the oc- 
cupants before forcible measures are used 
to gain possession. 

If the Rock Creek squatters have acquired 
rights to relatively valueless lands, by 
years of undisputed occupation, it is prob- 
able those individuals and corporations 
who have been in poneaeoe of public res- 
ervations within the city limits, for long 
periods, will give the Government trouble 
to disposses them, 


ROOT HAS REPORT ON LITTAUER 


It Is Said to Admit Facts Published, but 
to Contain no Refiection’on the 
Congressman. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 30.—The report of 
Col. Garlington on the glove contract with 
Lyon, and with which Representative Lit- 
tauer of New York was connected as 
manufacturer of gloves, has not been ex- 
amined by Secretary Root, and until the 


report and the testimony which accom- 


panies it are passed upon by the Law De- 
partment and the Secretary himself its 
contents will not be made public 

It is understood the report shows there 
is no dispute as to the main facts already 
pubtished, and that the gloves furnished 

y Lyon were manufactured by the Lit- 
tauer Brothers, 

The business relations of the Littauers 
with the contractor are fully set forth in 
the report. It is said no recommendations 
are made in the report, although it 1s in- 
timated streneny that nothing appears in 
the evidence that reflects on the integrity 
of Representative Littauer, and that there 
is nothing to indicate that the uarter- 
master’s Department in making the con- 
tracts did not follow the law and look 
after the interests of the Government, 

The report is now in the hands of Sec- 
retary Root, who will refer it to the Judge 
Advocate General for the opinion and 
recommendation of that officer. 


H. K. SMITH’S APPOINTMENT. 


Hartford, Conn., Man to be Deputy Com- 
missioner of Corporations in New 
Government Department. 


WASHINGTON, July 80.—Secretary Cor- 
telyou announced to-day that Herbert 
Knox Smith had been appointed Deputy 
Commissioner of Corporations in the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor. 

Mr. Smith is a resident .of Hartford, 
Conn. He was graduated from Yale in 
1891, and thereafter admitted to the bar of 
Connecticut, where he has engaged in gen- 
eral practice. 

For a number of years Mr. Smith has 
taken an active interest in municipal and 
State affairs. He was a member of the 
Judiciary Committee of the Connecticut 
Legislature, and has given particular at- 
tention to various measures relating to 
corporation laws. 


FILIPINOS SEND GREETINGS.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Secretary Cor- 
telyou has decided to select a limited num- 
ber of women from eligible lists furnished 
by the Civil Service Commission for ap- 
pointment as matrons in the immigration 
service to board incoming vessels and assist 
in the examination of women passengers. 
They will assist the men Inspectors. 

A three months’ trial of this plan in the 
Spring of the present year led to its aban- 
donment. 


TO BAR IMPURE FOOD STUFFS. 


Suspected Goods from Europe to be 
Held for Analysis by Department 
of Agriculture. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 80.—The Secretary 
of Agriculture has asked the Secretary of 
the Treasury to refuse entry to a number 
of cargoes of goods from Europe which 
are suspected of being adulterated, These 
cargoes are on the way over, and are, for 
the most part, canned meats and sausage 
from Germany, olive oil from France, and 
spices from India. 

This is the first request for the detention 
of imported goods undgr the new Jaw 
against the admission of adulterated arti- 
cles of food. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has no discretion under the law, and 
the cargoes will be held up until the 


chemists of the Department of iculture 
analyze the various articles and determine 
whether they are adulterated or injurious 
to the public health. a 

The ustoms Inspectors at New York 
2 * Philadelphia, where these goods are 
consigned, will take samples from the dif- 
fercnt packages and forward them to the 
Agricultural Department here, and the 
goods will be held in the custody of the 
customs authorities until a report is ma‘e 
as to the composition of the articles. 

The goods in question have not been re- 
ported against by our Consuls or Customs 
Agents abroad, but they are known to be 
on the way, and, from analysis heretofore 
made, they are suspected of being adulter- 
ated or of containing injurious ingredients. 
At the same time the Government authort- 
ties think that the shippers, knowing the 
effect of the new law, may have modified 
the contents of their packages so as to

WOMAN ADRIFT IN A DORY. \ 


Half Dead from Exhaustion When Picked 
Up, After 48 Hours, by Gloucester 
Fishing Schooner. \ 


ROCKLAND, Me., July 30.—News was 
trought here to-day by the steamer Vinal 
Haven that, after being adrift in a dory 
forty-eight hours and blown seventy-five 
miles out to sea during a gale, last Mon-

NORTHWEST SETTLERS FEWER. 


St. Paul Figures Show Movement Was 
Not More Than Two-thirds as Large 
as Last Year. 


ST. PAUL, July 30.—Estimates made by 
officials of transcontinental railway lines, 
which are usually concluded late in July, 
show that the total number of settlers 
passing through St. Paul for the Northwest 
was 130,000. Of these 85,000 went to points 
in Minnesota, North Dakota, Idaho, and 
Washington.

BACK FROM THE BAHAMAS. 


Director of Baltimore Geographical So- 
clety’s Expedition Tetis Results of 
Investigations.

BALTIMORE, Md., July 30.—The schoon- 
jer William H. Van Name, bearing the mem- 
(bers of the Bahama expedition sent by the 
| Geographical Society of Baltimore, returned 
fto Baltimore to-day.

} told of the work done by the departments 
of the expedition in geology, meteorology, 
soil survey, history, and medical 


He said the medical staff was perhaps the 


| busiest of all, and examined 1,100. persons 


who were treated for various complaints. 
The health if the island, he said, is com- 
paratively good. He added: 

“There is one disease, however, that 
should be handled with the utmost vigor by 
the Bahama Government. I refer to lep- 
rosy. Lepers were frequently met with 
throughout the expedition. At Nassau they 
are confined in a lazaretto, but in the out 
islands no such precaution is taken, and 
lepers mingle freely with other members of 
the community.”’ 

Another interesting study made by the 
medical staff was on the degenerates at 
Abaco. These degenerates have descended 
as a direct result of close intermarriage. 

Another important branch of the medical 
work was the investigation of the mosquito 
fauna of the Bahamas. Many hundreds of 
these insects were collected in the adult 
stage, while many more hundreds of larvae 
were captured and raised on shipboard, 
their life history carefully watched, and 
their discarded skins preserved in balsam. 
These mosquitos will be studied by Dr. 
Howard, the highest authority on the 
subject in the United States. 

Dr. Shattuck says: 

“Former investigators of the geology of 
the Bahama Islands have arrived at varied 
and somewhat conflicting conclusions re- 
garding certain phases of the geological 
history. Some have supposed that the isl- 
ands have been submerged, others that 
they have been elevated, while still others 
believe the archipelago to have been built 
entirely of the wind-blown coral sand. 

“The expedition has been able to estab- 
lish the fact that the islands have been 
both elevated and depressed during the 
geologic history, and that the substratum 
of the archipelago consists not of wind- 
blown, but.of the wave-laid coral sand. Al- 
though it is certain that the islands have 
in their past history been elevated and 
depressed, it is not known whether they 
are now stationary or whether they are 
rising or falling. 

“To determine this point a bench mark 
has been erected at Nassau. As movements 
to bring about such changes usually take 
place with extreme slowness, no percepti- 
ble change of elevation in the bench mark 
is to be expected for many years, perhaps 
a century hence. Future observers will 
be the ones to reap the benefit of these 
bench marks.” 

The magnetic survey has succeeded in 
making complete sets of magnetic observa- 
t‘ons in four distinct stations, all of them 
on different islands, separated widely, at 
various points in the archipelago.

W. L. Stow Resigns from the Road's

The future of the Mexican Central Rail- 
road continued a matter of much interested 
speculation in railroad and financial circles 
yesterday. The only tangible news regard- 
ing the status of the road obtainable was 
that at a meeting of the Directors W. L. 
Stow resigned as a Director, and James 
Piper was elected to fill his place tempo- 
rarily. 

Wall Street took this as an indication 
that Mr. Stow had disposed of his holdings. 
The purchaser’s name was not definitely 
announced, although it is believed that 
Gould interests now have the Stow hold- 
ings. There was a report in circulation that 
H. Clay Pierce, who is known to have been 
a prominent member of the Mexican Cen- 
tral syndicate had taken the stock, but this 
report was denied by Mr. Stow. 

It was said yesterday that the Stow hold- 
ings were not enough to carry the control 
of the property. and that in order to obtain 
control it would be necessary to get the 
holdings of Mr. Pierce, but that he was 
unwilling to sell. It was intimated that this 
unwillingness might possibly lead to a con- 
test for contro). This report was not cred- 
ited in well-informed quarters.

CALL ON THE PRESIDENT 


Postmaster General and Mrs. 
Payne Among the Guests. 


Post Office Affairs Under Discussion— 
The President Would Have the In- 
vestigation Concluded as Early 
as Possible. 


OYSTER BAY, July 30.—Prof. Jerome 
Baker Landfield, an instructor in the Uni- 
versity of California, was the first caller 
on President Roosevelt at Sagamore Hill 
to-day. He has just returned from Europe, 
and desired to pay his respects to the 
President and talk with him concerning his 
observations during his travels before pro- 
ceeding to California. 

President Roosevelt's guests at luncheon 
to-day were the Postmaster General and 
Mrs. Payne, and Immigration Commissioner 
William Williams and Mr. Van Ingen of 
New York, Mr. and Mrs. Payne arrived 
on the revenue cutter Onondaga at noon, 

Mr. Payne has been absent from Wash- 
ington for several weeks, and therefore is 
not in close touch with the details of the 
Post Office investigation. In a general 
way he discussed the situation with the 
President. As Mr. Payne is to return to 
Washington in a few days, the President, 
it is understood, impressed upon him the 
desirability of concluding the investigation 
at as early a date as practicable, although 
thoroughness was not to be sacrificed for 
kaste. It is perfectly understood between 
the President and the Postmaster General 
that every person in the department whom 
the facts show to be guilty of irregulari- 
ties or crimes shall pay the penalty re- 
quired by law. 

The Postmaster General and Mrs. Payne 
remained at Sagamore Hill until nearly 4 
o'clock. They then entered a launch and 
went aboard the Onondaga, whbich soon 
afterward steamed out of the bay for New 
York. It is understood that Mr. Payne will 
return almost immediately to Washington. 

The visit of Commissioner Williams and 
Mr. Van Ingen related to some matters 
yending in the Immigration Office in New 

ork, which neither Mr. Williams nor the 
President desires at present to make pub- 
lic. They relate, in part, to an investiga- 
tion which has been in progress and which 
is likely to result in the dismissal of some 
Inspectors against whom charges have 
been filed. 

Major Gen. Samuel B. M. Young, who is 
to be chief of the general staff of the army 
cn the retirement next month of Gen. 
Miles, called on the President this after- 
noon. Gen. Young is visiting Robert 
Townsend, near Bayville. 

Sheriff Johnson of this county called in 
the afternoon for a chat with the Presi- 
dent. They are old-time friends, and the 
call was wholly social. Gen. Young re- 
reained for dinner. President Swanstrom 
of the Borough of Brooklyn was also a 
guest at dinner. 


AMERICAN WARSHIPS’ 
VISIT TO PORTUGAL. 


Cordiality of Speeches by King Carlos 
and Admiral Cotton Welcomed 
by Lisbon Press. 


LISBON, July 30.—Admiral Cotton and 
several oficers of the American squadron, 
accompanied by United States Minister 
Bryan, paid a visit to-day to the royal pal- 
ace at Cintra, fourteen miles from Lisbon 
They were received by Prince Alfonso, 
brother of the King, who presented them 
to Queen Marie Amalia and the Queen 
mother. The Americans were received 
very cordially. 

The Portuguese newspapers are referring 
approvingly to the speech made by King 
Carlos when he received Admiral Cotton 
and the other American officers and en- 
tertained them with exquisite taste at Cin- 
tra on Monday. His Majesty expressed 
himself in such sympathetic terms in re- 
gard to President Roosevelt and the peo- 
ple of the United States that Minister Bry- 
an, Admiral Cotton, and the other Ameri- 
cans present were really affected by the 
King’s remarks. 

The papers are also mentioning grate- 
fully the speech delivered by Admiral Cot- 
ton at the banquet on Tuesday night, given 
in honor of the American naval officers 
by the Ministry of Marine at the Arsenal. 
The American Admiral, in the course of 
his remarks, said it was the finest banquet 
at which he had been present. His eulo- 
gistic references to Portugal are also muca 
appreciated by the press. . 

On Saturday afternoon, when King Car- 
los and the roval Princes will visit the 
American warships, Admiral Cotton will 
entertain the King and his party at lunch- 
eon on board the Brooklyn. High Court, 
military, naval, and civil officials, and the 
foreign naval attachés will be present. 

The band of the Brooklyn played in the 
public square here to-day and was loudly 
applauded by an enormous crowd. 


MOTHER DEAD; SON MISSING. 


John Blakely of Brooklyn Disappeared 
Last November and Anxiety Killed 
His Parent. 


It is believed that the disappearance of 
John Blakely, a son of the well-known to- 
bacco dealer of that name, has caused the 
death of his mother, Mrs. Mary B, Blakely, 
who was buried from her home, 1,242 Ful- 
ton Street, Brooklyn, last Sunday. 

Nothing has been heard from Mr. Blake- 
ly since Nov. 23 last, when a letter was 
received from him written at Kansas City. 
He had left Brooklyn to apend a short 
vacation at .South Barre, i From 
Scuth Barre he went to Chicago and from 
there to Kansas City. In his letter from 
Kansas City, Mr. Blakely said that he in- 
terded taking a trip to San Francisco. 
The search for him was begun last De- 
cember, and although, in deference to the 
expressed wish of his mother, no public 
announcement was made, no effort was 
spared to ascertain his whereabouts. 

Mr. Blakely, for a long time before he 
went away, suffered from insomnia and it 
is thought that he was, and still is, suffer- 
ing from mental aberation. 


‘ DR. POLK’S AUTO ON FIRE, 


His Coachman Badly Burned Before the 
Physician Came to His Rescue. 


BABYLON, L. I., July 30.—An automobile 
owned by Dr. W. M. Polk of Thirty-sixth 
Street, New York, who has a country seat 
here, caught fire in an outbuilding connect- 
ed with the barn on the place this even- 
ing. It is said the chauffeur was drawing 
the gasoline from the tank into a pail and 


was using a lighted lantern to furnish light. 
The chauffeur escaped with slight burns, 
but Dr. Polk’s coachman, James Parker, 
who was standing close by, watching the 
operation, had his clothing set on fire. 

He was badly burned before Dr. Polk, 
who ran from the house with a rug, suc- 
ceeded in putting out the flames. The doc- 
tor and others secured blankets and sand 
and put out the fire on the automobile and 
on the shed, thus saving the barn. The 
car was not seriously damaged.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS

The market is developing two-sidedness 
and individuality, properties moving in- 
dependently of the list and of clique 
manipulation. For instance, there was 
yesterday a double movement in Atchi- 
son. It declined under early pressure and 
reacted in the later business. Meanwhile 


the market did not follow Atchison down; 


as a whole, but reflected currents of busi- 
ness, shifting according to different 
points of view of sundry buyers and sell- 
ers. There were all sorts of reports about 
Atchison, but none of them were so spe- 
cific or convincing as the denials by the 
company’s officials of the plans imputed 
to them to finance a condition of the 
road’s affairs which does not exist, ac- 
cording to those who should know and 
who do not hesitate to associate official 
authority with their statements.” The 
price movement shows that Wall Street 
prefers to trade upon what “ they say,” 
rather than upon specific statements by 
responsible and well-informed authority. 
Union Pacific also yielded under pres- 
sure, and recovered all but a fraction. 
The specialties moved erratically. Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute had its usual daily 
movement, declining 9, about its recent 
average daily change. Colorado Fuel and 
Iron ranged between 41 and 46, but lost 
only 1 point, after all. Pullman Car 
gained 8 as easily as it has recently re- 
ceded, and for as little specific reason 
apart ‘from general market considera- 
tions, and the same may be said of sharp 
losses in Westinghouse descriptions. 
Dealings continue to shrink, reflecting 
reluctance to operate, except by profes- 
sionals, and those under compulsion of 
events. The bond market also is increas- 
ingly inactive, and yesterday no impor- 
tant price changes were recorded. 

The most striking thing about the 


Bank of England’s report is its loss of 
bullion. This may be called a result of 


the advance of our time money rates in } 


order to check gold exports, thus shift- 
ing to:\London the demand of Berlin and 
Paris. Berlin’s demand is upon German 
account and may be gauged by its over- 
bidding the Bank in the gold market, 
carrying bullion to a premium in Lon- 
don. The Paris demand is only partly 


upon account of the disturbed staté of 
French politics, unsettling French affairs 
to an extent indicated by the fall of 
rentes below par. Paris, in addition, is 
financing St. Petersburg, and that capi- 
tal needs assistance badly. A hundred 
million of dollars in gold would not place 


the Bank of Russia in the positiorr it oc- 
cupied a few years ago, and Russian 
commercial affairs are so -bad that it 
would seem the nation’s activities must 
be checked. Russia is breaking its teeth 
over Asia as England broke hers over 
Africa. The extent of the Russian de- 
mand may be inferred from the floating 
in Paris of the Russian railway loan for 
$35,000,000, which helps to deplete the 
Bank of England of gold, which goes 
across the Channel without swelling the 
holding of the Bank of France. There 
is something singular about the manner 
in which France absorbs considerable 
amounts of gold without increase of the 
amount reported by the Bank of France. 

These are not matters whose interest 
lies wholly across the water. They have 
a bearing upon the terms which will be 
asked for foreign accommodation dur- 
ing our harvest stringency, and are 
warning either that the relaxation in our 
money market may be deceptive, or that 
expectations about the gold movement 
may need revision. Meanwhile gold is 
arriving almost daily from the Klondike, 
and $5,000,000 has been notified as on 
the way from Australia, of which $1,500,- 
000 has reached the United States and 
$750,000 this city. The lateness of our 
crop season coincides with this move- 
ment, and strengthens our banks for 
the crop-moving demands very conve- 
niently. However, the ingenuous persons 
who were yesterday floating trial bal- 
loons regarding a quarter billion unify- 
ing and refunding issue by Rock Island 
may moderate their zeal. There are other 
uses for Australian and Klondike gold, 
in whatever sums it may arrive.

GOOD CROP NEWS. 


The weekly crop report to Dun’s Review 
from branches of R. G. Dun & Co. in lead- 
ing crop States shows continued season- 
able growth. Corn is making satisfactory 
progress, except in portions of Kansas and 
Southwestern Misouri, where rain is needed, 
In the important States of Illinois, lowa, 
and Nebraska, where one-third of the crop 
is raised, reports are very satisfactory. 
the flooded districts of the Missouri and 
Mississippi Valleys, where a lar acreage 
of late corn is planted, the oth is grow 
ing exceptionally well and a large yield is 
anticipated. In Indiana and Ohio hot and 
sultry weather prevails, with some rain, 
and while the crop is growing well it is 
short and backward. : 

Spring wheat conditions continue quite 
favorable, and there is every indication of a 
fair yield, except in portions of North Dako- 
ta, where the grain is thin. In Nebraska 
harvesting is in progress, and the yield 
promises twelve to fifteen bushels per acre. 
Harvesting of oats is making good progress 
in some parts of the West, and the yield 
is generally fair, though complaint of con- 
siderable rust is reported in Wisconsin, 
Ohio, and Missouri. In Southern Kansas 
the yield is unsatisfactory. In Indiana 
quality is good and yield fair. In Western 
New York the crop continues to grow well. 

Cotton is making satisfactory progress in 
most sections of the South, but is still slow 
of growth. In Louisiana conditions are im- 
proved by recent rains and warm weather. 


SENTIMENT HOPEFUL. 


Notwithstanding the fact that not a few 
of the room traders have turned bearish, 
sentiment in good quarters on the Street 
continues hopeful—was, indeed, actually 
improved after the close of business, when 
it was seen how the market had recovered 
from the early heaviness induced by short 
selling and some enforced and belated 
liquidation. 

Quite generally there had been expecta- 
tion that the market would close weak if 


for no other reason than through lack of 


support, Instead it closed well up from the 


low, despite continued bear pressure, and 
with but little real stock offering on the 
way up. 

According to shrewd observers the mar- 
ket not only is no longer a bear market; it 
is even more than a two-sided one. Left 
to itself it would improve—so the statement 
is, and for that reason it can rightly be 
called an improving market. One thing 
clear is that the bears are no longer having 
things their own way. 

Bankers say that if the present 
ment absorption continues it will be an 
easy matter to advance prices at the right 
time—which will be when the crop situation 
is clearer. In the meantime it is desired to 
have a period of speculative quiet.

-; Alexander Shaw, optician, of 1,154 Broad- 
way, is the man who has sent around to 
the business men of upper Broadway a let- 
‘ter urging the formation of a committee to 


«make a protest before the Rapid Transit 
Commission. 

“The matter is not yet in such shape as 
tommake a formal statement of our plans,”’ 
explained Mr. Shaw. “I thisk we shall be 
ready fe give our views by next Thurs- 
duy, when the Rapid Transit Commission 
meets again. What we want to do is to 
prevent the tearing up of Broadway, but 
We would rather have the tunnel here, even 
with the tearing up, than not to have it.’’ 

The men who have stenified their ap- 
proval of a protest along the lines indi- 
cated include such theatre owners as Al 
Hayman, Charles Frohman, and the Shu- 
berts, mony ofthe hotel proprietors, and 
members of the leading dry goods firms 
and other business estabiishments up town. 
The protest arose when it me known 
that the Rapid Transit Commission was 
pianning to put through the upper Broad- 
Way tunnel scheme ear in. September. 
The merchants got ‘the impre that the 
ene's plans called for surf work. 
Chief Engineer Parsons of the commission 
Was asked yesterday: 

“Why is it you are not going to bore 
the upper Broadway subway so as not to 
disturb the street?” 

“I don’t know that we are not,’’ he re- 
plied. 

When his attention was called to the 
protest of the merchants, he said: 

“There is no need of my discussing the 
subject, as the plans for the tunnel have 
not been made.’’ 

in regard to the proposition to use 
Seventh Avenue for a subway, instead of 
Broadway, Mr. Parsons explained that he 

not consider the avenue a good route 
because, in the first place, there was no 
way to get out of it at its lower end with- 
out making sharp turns; and sécondly, be- 
cause a tunnel there would not fill the 
present need so well as one down Broad- 
Way. It has been urged, on the other 
hand, that the new tunnel ought to have 
four tracks, and there is not room for four 
under the portion of Broadway between 
Union uare and Thirty-second Street. 

The chief engineer's statement that plans 
for the upper Broadway tunnel had nof 
vet been made was explained by recalling 
the status of the project before the com- 
mission. 

In February, when Mr. Parsons had \; 
called upon for a general scheme of rayid 
transit roads to relieve the traffic condi- 
tions of the whole city, one feature of his 
plan was the upper Broadway subway, 
which, after reaching Union Square, was 
to be continued down to the Battery by 
way of University Place, Wooster Street, 
Church Street, and Trinity Place. The 
plan was only a general one.

“sted rather severely, 


BROOKLYN LAWYER DENOUNCED 

Justice Gaynor Declares® Conduct of 

dames A: Murtha, Jr,.a Disgtace . 
to the Bar. ‘ 


Justice Gaynor, ‘sitting at Special Term of 
the Supreme Court, Broeklyn, took occasion 
yesterday. to denounce the: conduct of 
James A. Murtha, Jr., a Brooklyn lawyer, 
who is accused of withholding money be-| 
longing to a client, and sent the case to 
District Attorney Clarke for action. 

The money Murtha is accused of with- 
holding was paid to him as counsel for 
Mrs. Julia A. O'Donnell in settlement of a 
suit brought by her against a Brooklyn 
firm for the death of her husband, who 
was killed by a wagon belonging to them. 
Mrs. O'Donnell says that the case was set- 
tled in February last, and that’ she has en- 
deavored to get the money from Murtha 
since then, but that he has kept putting her 
off from day to day, and has finally disap- 
peared. 

Yesterday Lawyer Eugene V. Brewster 
appeared fore Justice Gaynor and told 
him that he could not find Murtha to serve 
on him an order com ating hin to pay the 
money, which was signed by Justice Gay- 
nor a few days-ago, and wanted to know 
what he should do. 

I have nothing to do with it,’’ respond- 
ed the Justice. ‘‘Go to the District Attor- 
ney and to the Appellate Division, These 
things are a disgrace to the entire bar, and 
it is time that young men are taught to 
know better." 

Mr. Brewster at once consulted with the 
District Attorney. Mr, Clarke took up the 
matter immediate] and sent for Mrs. 
O'Donnell and took her affidavit. He then 
issued a bench warrant for the arrest of 
Mr. Murtha. - The Grand Jury does not 
meet until September, and the cage cannot 
be presented until then. E >

PRIEST CHARGED WITH ASSAULT 


Father Kammer of Guttenberg Accused 
of Horsewhipping Children. 


Charged with having attacked a number 
of children with a horsewhip, one of whom, 
it is alleged, he struck several times across 
the face, the Rev. A. M, Kammer, rector 
of St. Joseph's Church, Guttenberg, will be 
given a hearing to-night before Justice 
Hagemann of North Bergen. 

The complaint was made by George

BOLTE CASE HEARING. 


More Testimony as to Accused Justice's 
Court Proceedings. 


The hearing of the charges brought by 
District Attorney Jerome against Municipal 
Court Justice Herman Bolte continued yes- 
terday with the examination of Raymond 
8. White of Baliwin & White. He testified 
that in the case of Mullen against Sire, 
in which he appeared for the plaintiff, 
the action was to recover seventy or eighty

LEGAL NOTES. 


DAMAGES IN UNFAIR COMPETITION CASES, 
-—It is a rule of law that where there has 
been an infringement of a patent, damages 
and profits may be recovered, (if the ar- 
ticles have been marked patented as the 
statute requires,) although no infringement 
was intended and the violator of the patent 
was even ignorant of its existence. In a 
suit brought by the N. K. Fairbanks Com- 
pany against Millard F, Windsor and an- 
other, wherein the defendants were held to 
have been guilty of unfair competition in 
the manufacture and sale of a soap powder 
in packages and style similar to that sold 
by the plaintiff, the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals has decided that the 
Fairbanks Company was not entitled to 
recover damages or profits under the rule 
of law stated. ‘‘ As to what would be the 
said Judge Lacombe, for the court, 
“where there has been an unintentional 
copying of a registered technical trade 
mark we need not discuss, because in the 
suit at bar there is no question of trade

FOREIGN EXTRADITION.—The Whitaker 
Wright extradition case is interesting as 
showing that it is not necessary that stat- 
utes in Great Britain and the United States 
defining the offense of fraud by a corpor- 
ate Director shall be absolutely identical 
to make the offense “criminal by the laws 
of both countries’ within the meaning of 
the provisions of the treaty with Great 
Britain of 1889 defining extraditable | 
crimes, It is sufficient, the Supreme Court j 
of the United States held, if the essential | 
character of the transaction is the same 
and is made criminal by both statutes. The 
court said in part: “ Treities must re- 
ceive a fair interpretation, according to the 
intention of the contracting parties, and so 
as to carry out their manifest purpose.

The 
general principle of international law is 
that in all cases of extradition the. act 
done on account of which the extradition 
is demanded must be considered a crime by 
both parties, and, as to the offense cheteee 
in this ¢ the treaty of 1889 em 8 
that principle in terms. e offense must 
be ‘made criminal by the laws of both 
countries.’ é .

Assistant District. Attorney Johnstone 
declared that once the prisoners had been 
brought into court they: were within its 
jurisdiction as much as though the crime 
of which they st )aeccused had been 
committed in this State.. Justice Bischoff 
finally adjourned the hearing until 2 o'clock 
this. afternoon in order to permit the ex- 
amination before Magistrate Ommen to be 
continued at 10:30 o'clock this morning, 
Eastman and Brown being in the mean- 
time returned to the Tombs.
